Polytechnics  in  our  Atlanta 
University. 

BY  BISHOP  WABBKN. 

Last  Christmas,  in  addressing 
the  students  in  the  above  named 
Institution,  I  carefully  explained 
the  polytechnic  system  of  Russia, 
Paris  and  Boston,  whereby  knowl¬ 
edge  is  acquired  by  employment  of  I 
the  mind  through  handiwork;  that 
the  best  families  ot  these  olties 
their  sons  to  personally  extract  iron 
from  ore,  turn  it  Into  wrought  iron 
and  steel,  and  make  it  into  ideal 
forms  of  triangles,  oiroles,  etc.,  in 
order  that  the  mind  might  be  de¬ 
veloped  by  new  processes,  and  the 
hand  beoome  as  cunning  to  execute 
as  the  soul  to  plan.  Anxious  that 
schools  should  be  abreast  of  the 
best  systems  of  education,  I  pro¬ 
posed  to  open  the  first  class  in  the 
College  of  Carpentry.  I  appointed 
a  gentleman  from  Maine — and 
therefore  equal  to  anything  of  the 
kind— both  dean  of  the  college  and 
practical  professor.  I  offered  a 
number  of  prizes  for  proficiency, 
and  explained  the  course  of  study, 
saying  that  the  professor  wonld 
give  ont  certain  sized  parallelo¬ 
grams  to  be  constructed ;  that  each 
piece  would  constitute  a  recitation 
and  be  marked  on  a  scale  of  ten 
according  to  perfection  of  work¬ 
manship;  that  when  a  sufficient 
number  had  been  made,  they  would 
be  related  to  each  other  in  regular 
parallelopipeds  and  nailed  to¬ 
gether  ;  and  the  man  who  failed  to 
hit  the  nail  on  the  head  might  lose 
a  prize  by  a  single  dent  [Thus  the 
university  was  to  beoome  possessed 
of  a  supply  of  boxes  for  wood.] 
proposed  to  confer  the  degree 
O.  (Master  of  Carpentry)  on 
graduation,  and  stated  that  such 
signification  was  likely  to  be  worth 
more  than  its  usual  meaning.

If  we 
oonld  get  $150  from  the  Ohnroh 
Extension  Sooiety  they  oould  build 
a  good  chnroh.  We  have  only  21 
members  here,  the  terminus  of  the 
Missouri,  Kansas  &  Texas  railway, 
the  border  of  the  Indian  Ter¬ 
ritory.  AU  around  it  is  fertile  soil 
oapable  of  yielding  rioh  and  varied 
Here  the  Missouri  road 
strikes  the  Ho'uston  &  Texas  Cen¬ 
tral  over  whioh  thousands  yearly 
come  into  the  State.  We  onght  to 
have  a  church  here  to  meet  them. 
The  members  we  have  are  immi¬ 
grant  settlers,  buying  homes  of] 
their  own. 

Just  55  miles  from  here  Bro. 
Lockhart  was  at  work  four  or 
years  ago.  We  did  not  have 
members,  now  we  have  47  at  Pilot  | 
Point  The  members  here 
from  Alabama  and  other  States. 
They  have  nearly  *100  o: 
lild  a  church. 

At  Dallas  Bro.  J.  W.  Robinson’s 
quarterly  oonferenoe  was  held.  The 
brethren  were  well  notified  and 
had  a  grand  time,  some  75  taking 
the  Lord’s  sapper.  A  protracted 
meeting  was  going  on  at  the  same 
time.  There  were  14  conversions 
and  22  joined.

A  Great  Problem  to  be  Settled. 

A  writer  in  the  Newport  Mercury 
says  that  there  is  a  great  problem 
of  the  nineteenth  century  and  that 
is  to  culminate  by  the  expiration 
of  the  twentieth. 

“There  is  a  Divinity  that  shapes  oar  ends, 
rough  hew  them  as  we  may." 

First  in  order  of  time  stands] 
African  colonization,  which  was 
commenced  about  fifty  years  Bince 
by  a  few  liberal  and  far-seeing  men, 
whose  declared  object  was  to  colo¬ 
nize  in  Africa,  with  their  own  oon- 
it,  the  free  people  of  color  of  the 
United  States.  Wise  as  these  men 
they  still  “boilt  wiser  than 
they  knew.” 

Paradoxical  hs  it  may  seem,  war 
id  irruption,  attended  by  coloni¬ 
zation,  have  ever  been  the  great 
civilizers  of  mankind.  To  this  rale 
there  has  been  one  exception.  An 
hnndred  million  of  men  existe ' 
the  tropical  regions  of  Africa, 
wholly  beyond  the  reaoh  of  civili¬ 
zation  for  the  reason  that  the  oli- 
mate  wonld  not  admit  of  the 
lengthy  sojourn  of  any  other  than 
the  Negro  raoe.  In  the  order  of 
providenoe  a  small  portion  of  these 
were  expatiated  by  violenoe  from 
their  native  oonntry  and  forced  to 
beoome  slavee  to  civilized  races  ' 
America,  where,  like  the  Hebrews 
of  old,  they  have  for  oentnriea, 
amidst  oppression  and  fears,  been 
gradually  acqniribg  a  knowledge  of] 
arts  of  civilization.  The  time  | 
oome  for  their  redemption,  and 
Is  olose  at  hand,  for  their  emigra¬ 
tion  to  the  fatherland  by  hundreds  | 
of  thousands  and  by  millions.  And 
vain  will  be  all  the  efforts  of  selfish 
men,  whether  friends  or  foes,  to] 
stay  the  exodns.  They  will  mostly 
leave  the  ootton  fields  of  the  South 
be  onltivated  by  other  undevel¬ 
oped  races,  and  go  to  the  land  ot 
their  forefathers  and  brethren,  and 
assist  in  building  np  a  “United 
States  of  Africa,’’  the  foundation  of 
whioh  is  already  permanently  laid 
Liberia,  that  before  the  olose  of 
the  twentieth  oentnry  will  extend 
from  sea  to  sea,  and  rival  in  extent 
the  nsefnl  arts  in  social  and 
religions  onltnre,  and  in  the  benev- 
olenoe  of  its  government,  the 
“United  States  of  America.” 


Colonizing  the  Blacks. 

All  sohemes  for  the  colonization 
of  Negroes  as  a  separate  raoe  are  to 
be  regarded  with  suspicion  if  not 
disfavor.  The  Negroes  are  doing 
very  well  as  matters  stand,  and 
they  need  is  to  be  let  alone.  If  any 
of  them  want  to  go  to  Oklahoma  or  ] 
New  Jersey,  they  are  as  free  to 
go  as  other  citizens ;  bnt  there  is 
need  of  oolonizing  them  or  at¬ 
tempting  to  deal  with  them 
separate  basis,  and  the  chances  are 
that  all  snch  sohemes  have  in  view 
the  profit  of  the  projectors  rather 
than  the  welfare  of  the  oolored  peo¬ 
ple. — Indianapolis  Journal.

Michael  Brien  was  arrested  under 
ie  coercion  act  near  Olefden, 
county  Galway,  on  the  charge  of 
inciting  to  murder,  and  was  oon- 
ayed  to  Galway.

The  British  war  sloop  Doterel, 
was  blown  up  at  Sandy  Point, 
in  the  straits  of  Magellan.

The  Freedmen’s  Aid  Society  of  | 
tho  Methodist  Episoopal  Cbnrob 
has  been  in  existence  fifteen  years. 
In  that  time  it  has  received  over 
8900,000  from  the  Ohnrch  and  ex¬ 
pended  it  in  the  acquisition  ot  prop 
erty  and  support  of  sohools  of  va 
rious  grades  in  the  Southern  States. 
Property  in  grounds  and  buildings 
and  school  fnrniture  to  the  amount 
of  over  $300,000  have  been  ao 
q aired.  During  these  years  fully 
03,000  students  have  been  taught 
in  the  sohools  of  this  society,  and 
530,000  pupils  have  been 
taught  in  publio  and  private  j 
by  those  students.  Each 
year  a  large  oorps  of  teachers  are 
employed.

Besides  these  sohools  patronized 
by  our  people  of  oolor  in  the  South¬ 
ern  States,  we  have  several  other  I 
institutions  of  learning  patronized 
by  white  yonng  men  and  w< 

These  sohools  have  nearly  all  been 
established  by  the  people  them, 
selves  on  the  ground ,  with  bat  lit¬ 
tle  aid  from  the  general  Ghnrch. 
The  chief  of  these  schools  is  the 
East  Tennessee  Wesleyan  Univer¬ 
sity  at  Athens,  with  nearly  two 
hundred  and  filty  students.  The  | 
other  schools,  which  rank  as 
naries  of  this  olass,  are"  located  as 
follows :

property  estimated  worth  $50,000 
These  sohools  have  been  organized 
and  maintained,  moetof  them, 
midst  of  poverty,  and  often  of  per 
eeention.  Heroic  men  and  women 
have  led  in  the  work  and  thus 
the  foundations  of  eduoationl  i 
ters  for  the  future.  Other  schools 
are  contemplated. 

Grouping  the  Institutions  of  learn¬ 
ing  in  the  Southern  States  estab¬ 
lished  since  the  war  by  the  Metho-  j 
dist  Episcopal  Church,  the  result  j 
is  :  Schools,  33 ;  teachers  at  present, 
110 ;  scholars,  about  4,000;  proper- 
lty  over  $350,000. 

Compared  with  what  the  Ohuroh 
has  yet  to  do  in  the  Southern 
States  in  the  matter  of  higher  ed¬ 
ucation,  the  work  already  done  is 
as  nothing.  Still  considering  al) 
that  has  been  accomplished  in  fif¬ 
teen  years,  while  at  the  sami 
the  Chnrch  has  carried  forward  her 
magnificent  general  Chnrch  work 
on  the  same  territory,  the  beginning 
is  good.  The  principal  earthly 
weapons  of  the  Ohnrch  are  three — 
the  pnlpit,  the  press,  and  the 
school.  Daring  the  past  fifteen 
years  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  has  greatly  strengthened 
her  work  along  the  border,  and

It 
represents  one  chief  arm  of  power 
used  by  the  Church  in  carrying 
forward  its  great  and  Ohristly  work 
among  the  millions  of  that  vast 
region.  The  Missionary  Society  of 
oar  charoh  spends  nearly  $200,000 
a  year  in  the  South  in  support  of 
onr  ministry,  scattered  from  West¬ 
ern  Texas  to  Baltimore,  and  from 
Northern  Missouri  to  Florida.  The 
Chnrch  Extension  expends  perhaps 
840,000  a  year,  helping  '  “ 

churches.  Both  these* 
give  their  aid  to  all  needy  classes 
"ike— white  or  colored,  English 
German.  These  gifts  are  dis¬ 
tributed  in  wayB  best  calculated  to 
aid  the  Chnrohes  In  their  efforts 
help  themselves.  A  good  per  cent, 
cf  these  amounts  are  paid  back 
each  year  in  the  yearly  benevolent 
collections  of  our  Southern 
enoea.  While  these  societies  are 
helping  to  bnlld  churches  and  to 
support  pastors  in  poor  congrega¬ 
tions,  the  Freedman's  Aid  Sooiety 
is  aiding  in  raising  np  a  supply  of 
holy,  educated  men  to  fill  the  pul¬ 
pits  and  pastorates  thus  provided 
for.

Robertson  has  been  a  very  indepen¬ 
dent  Republican  and  an  opponent 
of  tbe  leadership  of  Senator  Conk- 
ling  in  the  local  politics  of  New 
York.  He  has  occasionally  voted 
against  tbe  nominees  of  the  party. 
In  deflanoe  of  the  instructions  of 
the  State  Convention  which  elected 
ddegates  to  tbe  Chicago  conven¬ 
tion,  he  voted  against  Gefi.  Grant 
all  the  time  In  the  eyes  cf  Mr.

The  poor  convict  does  not 
get  the  money  for  his  labor:  hie 
only  reward  is  a  kick,  knock-down, 
many  lashes,  should  he  raise 
end  to  gaze  upon  the  many 
who  throng  the  roads  in  the  eve¬ 
ning  to  look  on.  They 

go  to  their  daily  work  sick  or 
well,  rain  or  shine,  in  cold  or  broil- 
g  son  ;  and  they  are  not  allowed 
converse  with  their  nearneigh- 
ir  in  a  tone  above  a  whisper. 
There  are  thoee  of  the  fair  sex  who 
go  to  captivate  and  be  oaptivated, 
and  if  I  judge  right  the  captains 
are  ao  absorbed  that  it  ia  hard  for  | 
them  to  do  their  duty ;  yet  the 
oonvicta  cannot  even  raise  their 
heads  to  look  on,  instead  of  visit¬ 
ing  and  enjoying  themselves. 
There  is  only  one  thing  they  fail 
to  take  from  them  and  that  is  their 
labor— for  thU  they  receive  noth¬ 
ing — although  families  may  be  | 
suffering  and  in  want.  Many  men 
wonld  rather  die  than 
families  suffer.  If  the  labor  U  used 
the  Governor  should  see  that  the 
conviota’  families  are  provided  for 
while  the  heads  are  away.  I  think 
some  steps  should  be  taken  to  oc 
fine  these  men  where  they  wi 
sentenced.

We  have  the  reason  of  the  para¬ 
ble  preliminarily  stated.  Because 
they  thought  that  the  kingdom  of 
God  should  immediately  appear. 
Only  fonr  days  before  the  cruci¬ 
fixion,  with  shouts  and  hoeannas, 
they  gave  him  a  royal  weloome  into 
Jerusalem,  saying  :  "Blessed  is  the 
King  of  Israel,  thatoometh  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord.”  The  Savior 
ottered  this  parable  to  show  to 
them  their  error,  and  to  warn  them 
that  he  mnst  go  away  first,  before 
he  oonld  receive  the  kingdom.  The 
kingdom  was  not  ooming,  as  they 
supposed,  as  a  sodden  and  over¬ 
whelming  surprise  to  the  world, 
bnt  by  the  slow  and  willing  sur¬ 
render  of  the  hearts  of  men  to  his 
dominion.  It  was  Christ’s  desire, 
not  to  rule  over  men,  bnt  »»  them. 

The  nobleman  went  into  a  far 
conntry.  That  nobleman  was 
Christ.  The  “far  oonntry”  into 
whioh  he  has  gone,  of  oouree,  is 
heaven — made  to  seem  very  dis¬ 
tant  on  account  of  the  sintnlneea 
of  man.  Two  objeota  are  stated 
with  regard  to  his  going  away: 

1.  To  receive  for  himself  a  kingdom. 

2.  And  to  return.  He  has  gone 
to  receive  the  sovereignty  of  the 
world  that  rejected  him,  and,  when 
he  has  awaited  the  consummation, 
he  will  oome  to  ns  again. 

He  had  given  to  each  of  the  ten 
servants  a  talent  He  did  not  for¬ 
th  em  with  weapons  to  use 
against  his  enemies,  bnt  with  money 
by  which  his  possessions  might  be 
increased.  To  every  one  Ohrist 
has  given  life,  with  its  powers, 
possessions,  and  opportunities.  He 
does  not  ssy  how  one  shall  nse  it. 
He  leaves  every  one  free  to  follow 
ont  his  own  judgment  as  to  wbat 
lould  do.  He  commands  only 
diligenoe  in  the  nse  of  what  he  has 
pot  into  his  hands.  He  will  hold 
him  responsible,  not  for  the  em¬ 
ployment  of  great  talents  in  bis 
servioe,  bnt  for  the  zealous  appli¬ 
cation  of  what  talents  he  may  pos¬ 
sess. 

Christ  has  left  behind  him  bnt 
two  classes— servants  and  enemies. 
And  there  are  bnt  ten  servants  to 
many  adversaries  1  No  reason  is 
given  why  the  citizens  hated  him— 
there  was  none.  He  came  unto 
bis  own,  and  his  own  received  him 

Dt. 

Tbe  acoonnte  called  for.  That 

as  upon  his  return,  when  he  bad 
received  the  kingdom.  That  he 
might  know  how  much  every  man 
had  gained.  Every  one — not  one 
shall  escape  that  ordeal.  Every 
will  then  be  judged  by  his 
works— not  by  his  professions,  nor 
by  the  perfectness  of  his  creed. 

Only  three  of  the  ten  servants 

e  relerred  to  in  the  rendering  of 
the  accounts.  They  are  samples 
of  the  other  seven,  which,  .like 
themselves  probably,  were  divided 
two  classes— diligent  and 
slothful  servants.  The  one  who 
had  increased  his  pound  to  ten 
made  ruler  over  ten  oities, 
while  the  one  who  had  increased  to 
five  was  made  ruler  over  five  Mile*.

1  organized  a  singing- 
class  which  assembled  on  the 
rostTDm  prepared  by  Rev.  F.  Stew¬ 
ard,  and  sang  hymn  No.  6— “Truab 
in  the  Lord  and  He  Will  Provide,’ 
after  whioh  prayer  was  offered  by 
onr  pastor,  Mr.  Lemons. 

Jndge  R.  H.  Montgomery  wav 
then  introduced  to  address  the 
audience.  He  took  much  pains  and 
time  in  showing  the  raoe  what 
progress  it  had  made  since  being 
free,  and  how  mnoh  valuable  time 
had  passed  unoccupied,  and  sym- 
pathized  much  with  them  that  they 
were  not  elevated  as  mnch  as  they 
should  be.

Let 
those  who  are  engaged  in  instruct¬ 
ing  the  race  look  npon  it  as  an 
honorable  work,  and  not  go  through 
it  carelessly  and  unconcerned;  bat 
look  npon  it  as  putting  on  an  orna¬ 
ment  that  will  stand  for  ages— that 
will  make  a  mark  wherever  it  goes. 
It  is  quite  encouraging  to  see  those 
who  have  been  onr  enemies  oome 
among  and  take  active  part  for  onr 
upbuilding.  May  they  prosper 
wherever  their  good  Samaritaniam 
exists,  and  the  blessing  of  God 
rest  upon  all  their  efforts.  The 
day  waa  fall  of  interest — so  mnoh 
that  boys  addressed  the  audience 
who  were  only  16  or  17  yeift  old, 
expressing  their  happiness  on  the 
oooasion  they  had  assembled  to 
celebrate.  I  feel  thankful  that  the 
way  is  open  for  my  raoe,  and  that 
they  oan  fit  themselves  for  useful¬ 
ness  if  they  will.  The  time  need  to  be 
that  they  oonld  not  read  nor  write, 


Mr.  Editor — I  have  concluded  to 
give  lo  the  public  a  few  thoughts  I 
found  the  Church  of  Dallas  in  quite 
a  growing  state.  There  is  a  good 
Sunday  school,  well  supplied  with 
teachers.  Mias  Betty  Olapoole,  Cla- 
riaea  Willis,  Pauline  Barton,  Melvin 
Wade,  and  John  Cooper  are  teachers 
who  are  always  at  their  post,  ani 
doing  effective  good.  The  Church  in 
every  respect  is  marching  right  to 
the  front,  wifh  Victory  perched  upon 

My  protracted  meeting  resulted  in 
fonrteeD  converts,  mostly  young  men 
(the  hope  of  the  Church).  I  have 
taken  in  25  members  since  December 
lllh.  The  prospects  for  the  future 
speak  fair  for  60  acceasiona  this  year. 
We  could  take  this  whole  country 
(Norlh  Texas,)  for  Christ  and  Meth¬ 
odism,  if  our  colored  enemies  were 
not  so  strong.  Our  young  people 
will  never  know  what  has  transpired 
in  the  Church  unless  they  read  it  in 
the  columns  of  their  paper. 

Our  church  in  North  Texas  is 
called  the  Northern  Church.  No  one 
but  God  and  the  minister  appointed 
to  charges  in  our  church  in  North 
Texas  knows  what  trials  'and  troub¬ 
les  tbe  old  Chnreh  has  to  wade 
through  to  maintain  her  grounds. 
There  are  eight  colored  churches  in 
this  city.  And  the  greatest  obstacle 
to  onr  Chnreh  is  the  Colored  Meth¬ 
odist  Episcopal  Cbnrch  in  America- 
Their  leaders  fight  ns  and  bate  ue  as 
bad  as  old  split  foot  hates  the  arah 
angel  Gabriel.  Mr.  Editor,  you  are 
aware  ot  (be  fact  that  the  old  Church 
opposed  slavery  with  all  the  power 
that  I  Am  gave  her,  and  that  there 
was  an  anti-slavery  party,  and  a  pro- 
slavery  party,  and  many  of  these 
were  in  onr  Chnreh  ;  and  these  grew 
to  be  large  contending  parties  in  one 
body  and  Chnreh,  until  the  General 
Conference  of  1844,  when  a  separa¬ 
tion  waa  effected.  Mr.  Editor,  60,- 
000  pro-slavery  men  all  members  of 
the  grand  old  Chnreh,  gathered  their 
eticks,  coats  and  hats  and  marched 
off  in  one  solid  phalanx,  with  their 
very  feet  crying  as  they  marched, 
— Slavery  is  a  divine  institntion — 
not  failing  to  carry  with  them  the 
poor  bods  of  toil  then  in  abject  sla¬ 
very.  They  then  Bet  np  and  run  the 
M.  E.  Chnreh  South.  This  doctrine 
of  slavery  they  preached  from  tbe 
pulpit,  fireside  and  highway,  until 
it  brought  on  a  war,  which  cost  this 
country,  a  half  million  of  lives  and 
sunk  tbe  country  four  hundred  and 
fifty  miillion  dollars  iu  debt,  and  this 
war  resulted  in  the  emancipation  of 
fonr  million  slaves. 

Then,  Mr.  Editor,  think  of  it,  only 
twenty-two  years  had  passed  when 
the  same  Chnreh  and  people  that 
declared  African  slavery  legal  and 
right,  tarned  right  roaDd,  set  np  tbe 
same  Chnreh,  only  under  a  different 
name,  and  asked  tbe  people  that  they 
had  held  in  abject  slavery  for  246 
years  to  accept  it  as  their  Church. 
This  a  great  many  of  our  people  did. 
This,  of  oourse,  is  not  really  under¬ 
stood  by  a  great  many  of  onr  people, 
but  the  interpretation  of  the  hand¬ 
writing  on  the  wall  is  this:  “You 
(the  former  master,)  had  a  perfect 
right  to  secede  from  the  old  Cbnroh, 
because  slavery  was  a  divine  institu¬ 
tion  yon  have  already  said.  You 
had  a  perfect  right  to  oontentj  for  ns 
as  property,  because  your  money 
and  trade  bought  ue,  and  therefore 
had  a  right  to  use  us  as  such.  You 
had  a  perfect  and  lawfnl  right  to 
place  ub  on  tbe  anotion  blook  and 
cry  ns  off  to  the  highest  bidder  and 
scatter  ns  from  ocean  to  ocean.  You 
had  a  lawful  right  to  swap  us  off  for 
oattle,  use  ns  as  chattels,  ran  us  with 
blood-hounds,  and  Btripe  us  from 
head  to  foot  with  the  whip.”  This  is 
the  full  meaning  in  shortest  terms 
Now,  this  is  tbe  main  obstaole  that 
the  old  Churoh  has  to  contend  with 
in  North  Texas.  Bnt  I  still  pray 
that  the  snnshine  of  intelligence 
may  find  its  way  to  the  nation  that 


Letter  From  Durant. 

D CRUST,  Min.,  May  10. 

Dear  Editor— As  I  ride  over 
my  oirenit  to  carry  the  word  ot 
God  to  those  who  are  starving  for 
it,  1  find  there  is  a  great  work  to 
be  done  to  bnild  np  Bis  canse  ae  it 
should  do.  I  sometimes  ask  myself 
the  cause  of  the  suffering  of  Chnreh 
and  ministers.  Different  things  oc¬ 
cur  to  me.  First,  I  see  so  many 
whiskey  shops  ;  second,  I  see  so 
many  who  onght  to  be  feasting 
from  God’s  blessings,  by  doing 
something  to  bnild  np  His  canse, 
standing  in  indecent  places,  ponr- 
ing  down  tbe  fiery  liqnors  of  de¬ 
struction  and  poverty.  Many  of 
those  who  participate  in  this  great 
evil  profess  to  belong  to  the  M.  E 
Cbnroh.  I  ask  some  why  they  fre¬ 
quent  snoh  places,  and  they  answer 
me  they  are  there  to  get  a  little  for 
their  wives,  who  are  sick  and  need 
a  stimulant  of  some  kind,  and  while 
there  they  often  gratify  their  own 
wants.  Is  it  not  a  pity  that  we 
have  anch  bad  wives?  Look  at 
onr  church  buildings  as  we  travel 
aronnd  the  circuits.  When  we  get 
to  a  place  of  worship  we  find  noth¬ 
ing  but  a  disgraceful  shanty,  bnt 
the  money  that  ought  to  have  been 
spent  to  bnild  a  nice  one  has  been 
aimed  at  the  whiskey  barrel. 

It  iB  often  the  case,  after  the  an¬ 
nual  Oonferenoe,  that  we  go  to  oor 
appointments  aDd  ask  them  from 
the  pnlpit  what  they  are  willing  to 
give  to  the  Ohoroh  Extension,  and 
for  the  support  of  the  ministers  and 
benevolent  societies  The  answer 
is — “We  are  too  poor.”  But  not 
too  poor  to  miss  the  whiskey  bar¬ 
rel.  We  even  shake  at  them  the 
glorious  Southwestern,  which 
gives  them  the  rewe  from  all  parts 
of  the  world  onoe  a  week,  and  they 
refnse  that,  on  aoconnt  of  that 
"golden  barrel  of  death.”  We, 
brothers,  as  ministers,  mast  praj 
for  God  to  stop  this,  for  if  contin¬ 
ued,  it  will  terminate  in  onr  peo¬ 
ple's  eternal  min.

heavier,  it  is  feared,  than  oonld  be 
borne  Again,  tbe  noise  and  bus¬ 
tle  make  it  quite  unpleasant  during 
recitations,  and  the  least  commo¬ 
tion  has  a  tendency  to  draw  the 
minds  of  students  from  study. 
Hence,  it  is  thought  that  an  ex¬ 
change  of  the  present  property  tor 
other  property  situated  farther  from 
the  bnsineas  oenter,  wonld  be  both 
preferable  and  advantageous. 

It  has  often  been  thonght  that  this 
oity,  and  especially  this  University 
ought  to  have  been  made  the  great 
educational  center  of  the  Metho¬ 
dist  Ohurch  iu  the  South.  There 
are  many  reasous  for  this.  New 
Orleans  is  the  largest  city  in  the 
South;  to  it  many  of  the  yonng 
men  and  women  of  the  snrrounding 
oonntry  flock  for  educational  par- 
poses.  A  majority  of  these  either 
belong  to  the  Methodist  Cbnroh,  or 
are  under  Methodist  influence; 
bnt,  be  it,  said  with  regret,  the' 
largest  number  of  them  find  their 
way  into  other  institutions  for  no 
other  reason  than  that  better  in¬ 
ducements  are  held  ont  to  them  in 
the  Bbape  of  buildings,  boarding 
facilities  and  so  on.  Cannot  these 
disadvantages  be  in  some  way  re¬ 
moved  ?  Will  not  some  genejpus 
hand  erect,  or  assist  in  ereoting  a  , 
Dew  buildiDg  ?  And  right  here  an¬ 
other  thought  occurs,  and  it  is  this. 
Are  the  charobes  folly  aware  of  the 
great  duty  resting  npon  them  in 
this  matter?  Do  they  keep  before 
their  congregations  the  grave  im¬ 
portance  of  education,  and  of  find¬ 
ing  it  in  a  University  nnder  the 
patronage  and  snpport  of  their 
believers?  When  the  large  num¬ 
ber  of  charobes  with  tbeir  great 
congregations  is  considered  the 
present  number  of  students  at  the 
University  is  quite  small.  Again, 
cannot  each  chnreh  with  a  large 
congregation  seleot  one  of  its  prom¬ 
ising  yonng  men,  and  with  a  fond 
collected  ior  tbe  purpose  support 
him  in  the  University  for  two  or 
more  yean  until  he  shall  be  fitted 
for  the  ministry,  and  thns  be  ena¬ 
bled  to  repay  them  by  a  life-time 
service  ?  Try  it

Mrs.  Yarrington  and  her  pnpils  are 
entitled  to  the  highest  praise  for 
the  excellent  manner  in  whioh  they 
rendered  the  operetta.

The  cadets  at  West  Point  have 
been  forbidden  the  nse  of  tobacco. 

The  first  new  wheat  of  the  season 
came  from  Fort  Worth,  Texas. 

The  sngar  crop  of  Trinidad  has 
been  badly  damaged  by  dronth. 

Disturbances  and  lnoendiary 
fires  are  reported  from  Southern 
Russia. 

Of  forty-three  Cork  rioters  twen¬ 
ty-three  have  been  sentenced  from 
two  to  four  months  imprisonment. 

A  great  fire  in  Quebec,  Canada, 
on  the  night  of  the  8th,  destroyed 
800  buildings  valned  at  $2,000,000, 
and  rendered  near  1500  families 
homeless. 

Ireland  Is  overran  with  troops, 
and  now  has  30,000  men,  oonaisting 
of  seven  regiments  of  cavalry, 
eleven  batteries  of  artillery  and 
twenty-five  battalions  of  infantry. 

An  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court 
has  been  sent  to  the  State  Senate 
to  the  effeot  that  it  is  the  duty  of 
the  present  Legislature  to  eleot  a 
United  States  senator  for  New. 
Hampshire. 

At  a  special  eleotion  in  the  sec¬ 
ond  South  Carolina  digtrlot  to  fill 
a  vaoanoy  caused  by  the  death  of 
Congressman  O'Conner,  Samnel 
Dibble  (Democrat)  was  eleoted 
without  opposition. 

Tbe  Franoo-Tunlsian  treaty  has 
been  ratified.  K.  Rous  tan,  Free  oh 
minister,  haa  informed  the  foreign 


representatives  that  the  Bey, 
by  special  decree,  has  appointed 
him  sole  intermediary  for  the  trans¬ 
action  of  business  with  them. 

The  Pope  la  mnoh  impressed  by 
tbe  active  participation  of  the  Irish 
clergy  in  the  land  agitation  despite 
his  express  injunctions.  He  has 
laid  the  matter  before  the  congre¬ 
gation  for  extraordinary  ecclesias¬ 
tical  affairs,  in  order  to  recall  the 
disobedient  bishops  to  duty. 

Tbe  Virginia  Republican  State 
committee  decided  to  call  a  dele¬ 
gate  State  convention  to  oonsnlt 
as  to  tbe  proper  course  to  pursue 
during  the  State  campaign.  Their 
address  urges  Republicans  to  stand 
squarely  by  their  colors  and  prin¬ 
ciples. 

In  the  New  York  Assembly  on 
the  9th  Mr.  Bradley  (Repnblican) 
rose  to  a  question  of  privilege,  and 
said  that  he  had  received  $2000  to 
pay  him  if  he  would  vote  for 
Ohanncey  M.  Depew  instead  of 
Platt  for  U.  S.  Senator,  wbioh  sum 
he  had  handed  over  to  the  speaker. 
He  therefore  asked  for  a  commit¬ 
tee  of  investigation.  The  speaker 
corroborated  this  statement  and 
said  that  he  bad  tbe  money  in  his 
pooket.  An  investigation  was  or¬ 
dered. 

A  Little  Book  dispatch  says; 
The  county  assessor  and  two  other 
citizens  of  Perry  county  reached 
this  city  at  noon  to-day,  claiming 
they  had  been  compelled  to  flee  for 
their  lives.  They  were  oaptnred 
yesterday  and  roughly  handled  by 
their  captors,  who  threatened  to 
bang  them  this  morning.  They 
managed  last  night  to  elude  the 
vigilance  of  their  guards  and 
reaohed  the  city  to-day  in  a  deplora¬ 
ble  oondition.  Their  feet  were  bleed¬ 
ing  and  torn,  they  having  walked 
the  entire  distance  barefooted. 
Great  indignation  exists  among  the 
law-abiding  portion  of  the  commu¬ 
nity.  Gov.  Ghurohill  will  adopt 
summary  measures  to  put  down 
the  outlaws. 

Our  Foreign  Letter. 

The  death  of  Earl  Beaconsfleld, 
better  known  as  Benjamin  Disraeli, 
has  removed  a  oonspionons  states¬ 
man  from  British  politics  and  made 
a  vaoanoy  In  the  leadership  of  the 
Conservative  party  which  it  will  be 
very  difficult  to  fill.  Ot  an  alien 
raoe,  he  conquered  the  prejndioe 
that  barred  his  way  to  promotion  in 
consequence  and  rose  to  the  very 
highest  place  possible  to  any  Eng¬ 
lishman.  He  had  brilliant  talents, 
he  had  obstinate  and  nnflaggable 
perseverance  and  he  had  bold  and 
towering  ambition.  As  a  public 
speaker  he  was  cold  and  oynioai 
in  animus  daring  debate.  He  could 
sneer  and  was  mercilessly  abusive. 
And  yet  in  private  life  he  was 
genial  and  fascinating  and  attracted 
his  friends  closely  and  strongly 
aronnd  him  in  affectionate  confi¬ 
dence  and  respect.  His  policy  was 
not  always  the  best  and  it  ia  as  a 
state-man  that  he  will  be  judged, 
and  he  will  be  remembered  as  such 
long  after  he  Is  forgotten  as  a 
novelist 

Dr.  Pnnshon  died  a  few  days 
after  the  ex-Premier  and  his  death 
has  removed  one  of  tbe  leading  men 
ot  Methodism  from  the  ranks  of  the 
living.  His  death  was  sndden. 
Heart  disease  took  him  away.  His 
fame  bad  suffered  no  deolenBion  and 
the  snn  of  his  usefulness  and  popn- 
larity  was  at  high  noon.  To  all 
human  appearances  and  calcula¬ 
tions  he  could  ill  be  spared,  bnt  tbe 
Master  thought  otherwise  and  took 
him  from  the  oonnoils  and  agencies 
of  Methodism  to  the  reet,  reward 
and  servioe  of  heaven.

82.100,483  72.  The  brewers  special 
tax,  8201,895.97;  being  a  decrease  in 
the  special  tax  of  81.883  64,  from 
which  decrease  he  argued  a  concen¬ 
tration  of  tbe  brewers  business  in 
tbe  bandaof  a  few. 

lie  says  there  are  in  tbe  United 
States  2,741  brewers,  11,610  dealers 
in  malt  liquors,  163,523  retail,  and 
4,121  wholesale  dealers 

Us  then  alMes  with  mnoh  feeling 
to  the  efforts  of  the  temperance  advo¬ 
cates,  and  specially  to  tbe  Kansas 
law,  prohibiting  tbemannfaoloreand 
sale  of  aloobolio  liquors  either  fer¬ 
mented  or  distilled.

Dr.  H.  R 
Revels  was  made  financial  agent, 
and  the  other  five  presiding  elders 
of  tbe  Mississippi  Conference  was 
made  an  executive  or  financial 
board  for  the  university;  and 
Capt  Sam  Frank,  tbe  wealthiest 
man  in  Holly  Springs  and  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  board  of  trustees,  waa 
made  treasurer.  A  rising  vote  of 
thanks  was  tendered  the  faculty 
(or  tbeir  faithful  services  the  past 
year.  Dr.  Rost  was  requested  to 
employ  two  additional  teachers 
for  the  nniversity.  The  names  of 
Robert  B.  Green  and  Miss  Annie 
L.  Talbot,  graduates  of  tbe  class  of 
1881  of  Shaw  University,  were  rec¬ 
ommended  to  hU  favorable  consid¬ 
eration.  The  board  then  adjourned. 

Tuesday  night  at  tbe  Masonic 
Hall  the  literary  exercises  were 
held,  and  those  npon  duty  acquit¬ 
ted  themselves  well. 

The  graduating  exercises  took 
place  at  the  Hall  Wednesday  morn¬ 
ing  at  10  o’clock.  The  hall  was 
filled  to  its  utmost  capacity.  The 
orations  were  of  great  beanty  as 
well  as  eloquent 

Melton  M.  Avant  was  the  first 
speaker.  His  sntjrot  was  “A 
Glimpse  of  the  World.”  Henry 
Avant’s  was  “Man’s  Highest  Fruit¬ 
age  —  bnt  Relative.”  William 
Strickland’s  was  “Laurels  not  Alone 
to  Genins,”  and  Mias  Annie  L 
Talbot  spoke  on  “Onr  Boats  are 
Launched  bnt  Where  ia  the  Shore.” 
Prof.  French  presented  the  olass  to 
the  president,  making  very  appro¬ 
priate  remarks  Prof.  Hooper  then 
addressed  the  class  very  earnestly 
npon  entering  the  great  battle  of 
life,  in  words  that  will  not  be  soon 
forgotten  by  those  who  heard  him. 
Wedneeday  night  at  the  college 
the  students  enjoyed  a  grand  so¬ 
ciable. 

The  term  just  closed  has  been 
tbe  most  prosperous  of  any  here¬ 
tofore  Could  the  new  bnilding 
be  ereoted,  from  four  to  five  hun¬ 
dred  students  would  be  fonnd  within 
her  waits.

Prom  Forrest  City  I  went  to 
Bledsoe's  Landing  circuit,  in  com¬ 
pany  with  the  new  pastor,  Bro 
McAllister.

We  took  sbippiog  on  the  steamer 
James  Lae,  and  at  about  11  o’clock 
at  night  got  off  at  Bine’s  Point.

We  heard  the  other 
day  of  a  white  brother  boasting 
that  bis  conference  (the  Arkansas), 
waa  tbe  only  Church  in  the  State 
that  in  her  societies  did  not  have 
colored  people.  We  at  onoe  con¬ 
cluded  if  there  was  an  irreligious 
organization  in  the  South,  snob  a 
olass  of  Christians  (?)  as  could 
make  such  a  boast,  under  the  oir- 
on instances  of  tbe  popular  preju¬ 
dice  of  the  South,  was  that  olass. 
Rut  daylight  came,  and  after  plod¬ 
ding  our  way  for  a  mile  and  mo re 


afoot,  through  the  mnd,  we  fonnd 
a  good  Baptist  brother,  who  gave 
aa  breakfast.  From  bis  house  we 
traveled  some  fonr  miles  in  a  skiff ; 
walked  another  mile,  and  fonnd  onr 
good  brother,  Seth  Neel,  from  Tenn¬ 
essee.  Held  the  Quarterly  iueet- 
iog,  and  bid  all  good-bye  on  praise 
night,  leaving  a  work  of  41  mem¬ 
bers  and  a  good  Sanday  school. 
Went  to  tbe  boat  landiog  about 
10  o’clook  in  tbe  night,  and  lay 
there  on  a  little  plank  or  panchon 
until  8  o’olook  in  the  morning.  From 
there  we  went  to  Helena,  thence  to 
Arkansan  City — thence  to  Pine 
Bluff,  and  from  there  back  down 
tbe  river  to  Watson.  Fonnd  Bra. 
Higgins  at  his  post.  He  had  been 
sick,  having  gotten  wet  crossing 
streams  on  bis  way  from  coofer- 
enoe.  I  did  not  get  in  nntil  Mon¬ 
day,  bnt  met  a  good  congregation 
at  chnroh,  a  house  belonging,  if 
paid  for  and  deeded  to  the  A  M. 
E.  Cbnrch.  Held  services  three 
nights  In  all  Organized  a  society 
of  six  members  and  a  Sanday  school 
of  57  Bobolars,  Mrs.  Emma  Lee  of 
the  Baptist  chnroh,  consenting  to 
beoome  an  assistant  superintendent. 
We  shall  not  soon  forget  tbe  kind¬ 
ness  of  her  husband ;  though  an 
unoonverted  man,  he  nevertheless 
spared  no  trouble  to  help  os  ont  to 
the  railroad.  We  took  twenty  sub¬ 
scribers  for  the  South  wbstbrn 
before  leaving.  God  will  bless 
these  good  people. 

Next  we  are  with  Bro.  Johnson 
at  Pine  Bloff.  We  are  glad  to 
murk  tbe  success  of  this  hero  of 
Methodism  in  Arkansas.  He  ia 
reaching  a  large  class  of  the  most 
influential  people  of  the  city.  Ev¬ 
erybody  seems  to  like  him  and  his 
most  excellent  wife,  and  Bpeak  in 
praises  of  bis  preaching.  If  there 
ever  was  a  bright  day  for  onr 
Ohnroh  in  this  place  we  think  it  Is 
now.  We  heard  Bro.  Johnson 
preached  an  exoellent  sermon  on 
Sunday  night  From  Fine  Bluff  we 
walked  out  six  miles  throngh  the 
mnd  with  Bro.  Taylor,  pastor  of 
the  Lin  wood  circuit.

Taylor  never 
otters  a  sigh  or  oomplaint  Is  not 
running  a  farm,  had  not  a  single 
member  to  oommenoe  with,  and  I 
believe  is  as  happy  and  hopetnl  a 
man  as  I  have  seen  anywhere.  God 
will  tfltta  him,  and  while  complain 
era  foil  by  the  wayside,  he  will  be 
far  on,  climbing  the  heights  of  eao- 
cess,  happy  in  God. 

List,  we  are  with  Bro.  Tabor. 
Found  him  surrounded  with  loom¬ 
ing  evideneos  of  success.  His  good 
people  filled  with  tbe  spirit  of  re¬ 
vival,  had  one  oonvert  on  Sanday- 
Collections  good.  Have  a  plan  for 
abaaket  meeting  on  this  work  in 
August,  and  tbe  brethren  will  bt 
expected  to  be  on  hand.  This  is 
Bro.  Tabor’s  third  year  on  this 
work,  and  it  is  encouraging  to  see 
that  his  prospects  are  better  than 
at  any  time  before.  I  believe  the 
brethren  all  over  tbe  work  have 
more  encouraging  prospects  than 
at  any  time  in  the  history  of  oar 
work  here.  But  we  need  fifty  new 
men  at  the  next  oonferenoe,  for 
other  new  and  inviting  fields.  May 
God  send  ns  suoh  as  he  will  bless.

Letter  from  Prairie  Plains. 

Punn  Plains,  Texas,  May  1£,  1881. 

Drab  Editor— For  some  time 
past  it  has  been  my  wish  to  send 
you  a  brief  account  of  the  snooeas 
of  tbe  M.  E.  Church,  at  this  point, 
sinoe  1876. 

Prior  to  that  year  I  was  appoint¬ 
ed  here,  but  at  the  annual  confer¬ 
ence  of  1876  I  was  transferred  to 
Hempstead  M.  E.  Ohnroh;  from 
that  time  until  the  Oonferenoe  of 
1830  I  have  been  serving  on  differ¬ 
ent  parts  of  the  Lord's  vineyard. 
Now,  after  a  lapse  of  five  yearn,  I 
find  myself  onoe  again  located  at 
«  Davey  Ohapel,”  named  after  me 
by  the  members,  as  I  was  the 
founder  and  builder  of  the  ohnroh. 
God  has  indeed  blessed  the  work 
of  my  hands ;  and  now  at  times 
when  I'm  preaching  I  look  around 
npon  my  members,  and  my  heart 
reverts,  to  just  a  tow  yean,  and 


I  see  instead  of  six  or  eight  mem¬ 
bers  a  congregation  of  one  hun¬ 
dred,  all  in  good  standing. 

Of  coarse  tbe  chnroh  has  bad 
its  nps  and  downs,  and  its  share 
of  trials,  as  some  who  have  been 
been  appointed  here  have  turned 
ont  bad,  and  oanaed  mnch  dis¬ 
sension  amongst  tbe  people;  but 
truly  God  has  answered  onr  many 
prayers  and  snpplioations  on  be¬ 
half  of  this  ohnroh  and  congrega¬ 
tion,  and  onr  old  M.  E.  Ohnroh  is 
gaining  ground  and  spreading 
herself. 

Oar  late  elder,  Bro.  Molloy,  did 
mnoh  to  strengthen  and  enoonrage 
ns  daring  the  short  time  he  was 
amongst  us,  and  hence  we  very 
mnoh  regretted  when  he  was  trans¬ 
ferred  to  'Jefferson  district;  al¬ 
though,  what  has  been  onr  low  in 
this  case,  will  oertainly  proves  gain 
to  the  church  there.  Our  preaent 
elder,  Bro.  F.  C.  Moore,  has  already 
proved  himself  to  be  a  worthy  suc¬ 
cessor  to  Elder  Malloy. 

After  having  offlolated  here  but 
twice,  I  find  he  has  won  tbe  hearts 
and  confidence  of  our  members, 
all  ot  whom  express  themselves 
truly  thankful  that  so  pious  a  man 
has  been  sent 

Dear  Editor,  wonld  to  God  there 
were  thousands  of  snoh  men  as 
Elders  Molloy  and  Moore  in  the 
Sontb,  for  then  “  color  line  ”  and 
“  prejudice  against  Northern  peo¬ 
ple  ”  wonld  flee  awav  as  mist  before 
the  morning  son. 

Our  Sunday-school  is  In  a  flour¬ 
ishing  oondition  with  an  average 
attendants  of  40  scholars,  every 
Sanday  the  weather  is  propitious ; 
also  we  have  a  very  promising 
free  school,  oondnoted  by  one  of 
my  daughters. 

Dear  Bro.  Hartzell,  I  know  yon 
will  rejoioe  with  me  that  the  Lord 
has  been  so  good  and  gracious  to 
me,  for  my  experiences  have  indeed 
been  varied  and  strange  daring  tbe 
last  twenty  years,  as  I  look  back 
to  the  past  and  then  look  at  myself 
and  snrronndinga  to  day  (I  own 
300  acres  ot  land  and  several  head 
of  stock,  and  five  of  my  children 
are  respectably  married  and  com¬ 
fortably  settled  close  around  me,) 
truly  my  heart  rises  in  gratitude 
to  Him  who  in  the  falinees  of  time 
has  broken  the  shackles  of  slavery 
from  over  me. 

In  conclusion,  dear  brother,  ac- 
oept  my  grateful  thanks  to  yon  for 
the  fearless  coarse  you  have  always 
pursued  on  behalf  Of  ns  oolored 
people.  My  earnest  prayer  to  God 
is  that  He  may  strengthen  you 
to  raooessfolly  accomplish  the 
labor  of  love  to  which  you  have 
consecrated  yonr  time,  talents  and 
life,  and  may  yonr  faith  in  the 
power  and  ability  of  God  inoreaae 
in  yon  daily,  for  without  a  living 
faith  in  God  you  will  foil.

The  Italian  Chamber  of  Depu¬ 
ties  passed  the  eleotorel  reform  bilL 

The  fruit  trade  on  the  Nicaragua 
and  Costa  Rica  ooast  is  looming  np. 

In  Mexico,  Gen.  Paobeoo,  sno- 
oeeds  ex-Presideni  Diaz  as  minister 
of  pnbUo  works. 

A  destructive  tornado  did  great 
damage  to  property  in  West  Frank¬ 
lin,  N.  H„  on  the  29th. 

France  la  charged  with  seeking 
to  provoke  a  disturbance  with 
Tripoli  similar  to  the  recent  affair 
with  Tunis. 

Charles  Bradlangh  has  notified 
the  Speaker  that  he  wiU  again 
present  himself  for  admission  to 
the  House  of  Commons. 

The  question  of  a  new  State,  to 
comprise  Southern  California,  ia 
being  agitated.  Some  steps  in  that 
direction  have  already  been  taken. 

A  temporary  bridge  over  a  obasm 
at  Mai  pais  on  the  reoenlly  opened 
Merelos  railroad,  Mexioo,  was  wash¬ 
ed  away,  and  a  train  carrying  the 
third  battalion  or  infantry  plunged 
down  the  abyss.  One  hundred  and 
ninety-five  privates  and  thirteen 
officers  were  killed,  also  37  women 
and  5  children. 

The  President  appointed  Walker 
Blaine  to  be  Third  Assistant  Sec¬ 
retary  of  State,  in  plaoe  of  Chas. 
Payaon,  appointed  Charge  d’ Affai¬ 
res  to  Denmark.  The  President 
sent  for  Mr.  Blaine  and  tendered 
the  appointment  with  many  warm 
expressions  of  friendly  regard, 
telling  him  not  to  oonsider  it  as 
done  on  for  his  father’s  aooonnt, 
but  on  his  own  The  President  has 
known  him  sinoe  his  earlv  child¬ 
hood.  Hannibal  Hamlin,  Mi  nister 
to  Spain,  in  plaoe  of  Lucias  Fair- 
ceild,  reoaUed  ;  Charles  Payaon,  of 
Massachusetts,  Charge  d’Affaires  to 
Copenhagen,  in  plaoe  of  Mr.  Cra¬ 
mer,  transferred  to  Switzerland; 
George  W.  Carter,  of  Louisiana, 
Minister  Resident  to  Yeneaueia, 
vice  Jehu  Baker  recalled ;  Rev. 
Henry  Highland  Garnett,  New 


York,  Minister  Resident  end  Consul 
General  to  Liberia,  in  plaoe  of 
Jrhn  H.  Smith,  recalled. 

At  the  dose  of  the  year  1880, 
there  were  in  the  United  States 
170103  miles  of  telegraph  linns 
and  during  that  year  33,155,997 
messages  were  sent.  The  miles  of 
wire  were  about  300,000.  This  does 
not  inolnde  the  lines  nsed  exclusively 
for  railroad  business.  The  other 
oonntries  havingthe  greatest  length 
of  lines  are  as  follows  :  Russia,  56, 
170  miles;  Germany,  41,431;  France, 
36  970  ;  Austria-Hungary,  30,403 ; 
Australia,  26,842;  Great  Britain, 
23.156;  British  India,  18.209;  Tur- 
key,  17,085,  and  Italy,  15,864. 

The  brewers,  at  their  national 
convention  in  Chicago,  have 
solemnly  pledged  themselves  to 
oppose  every  person  seeking  public 
office  who  is  in  any  way  indents  fled 
with  the  temperance  movement 
This  ia  excellent.  The  brewers 
have  only  to  take  decided  aotion  as 
snoh  on  one  side,  to  throw  the 
nation  into  the  other  scale.  Rum 
and  beer  have  in  the  past  been 
potent  factors  in  Amerioan  politics, 
but  their  day  ia  passing  away,  and 
each  a  rash  course  as  is  here 
indicated  is  the  readiest  way  to 
complete  the  work— Ex. 

Governor  St  John,  of  Kansas, 
sees  In  the  reoent  decision  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  that  State, 
affirming  the  ooustitionalitr  of  the 
new  liquor  law,  the  practical  suc¬ 
cess  of  that  measure.  He  asserts 
that  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the 
liquor  sellers  have  oombiued  to 
defeat  its  enforcement  and  secure 
its  repeal,  raising  a  fund  of  $200,- 
000  for  the  puipose,  the  end  of 
the  year  will  see  all  the  saloons 
closed  permanently,  exoept  in  the 
large  cities,  where  be  expects  s 
continual  straggle  until  the  liqnor 
interest  U  entirely  crashed  ont.— 
Inter- Ocean. 

There  are  over  one  hundred  pa¬ 
pers  in  New  York  State  alone  that 
support  Oonkling,  and  there  are 
many  influential  Republican  jour¬ 
nals  whioh  are  not  actively  sup¬ 
porting  him  and  yet  deollne  to  an¬ 
tagonize  him.  Among  the  lows 
papers  there  is  a  strong  disposition 
manifested  to  insist  upon  fair  play, 
and  the  attempt  of  violent  Blaine 
organa  to  drive  Mr.  Conkling  out 
of  the  party  meets  with  earnest 
protest.  From  these  tacts  any  one 
oan  readily  see  that  the  oontest  is 
not  -one-sided  as  the  half-breeds 
would  have  os  believe,  and  The 
Hauikeye  doea  not  hesitate  to  pre¬ 
dict  that  inside  of  twelve  mouths 
the  Stalwart  element  of  the  party 
will  beat  the  front  in  the  oouncils 
of  the  party. — Burlington  Hawkey o. 

Carrying  the  Work  into  Africa. 

Eanraiu,  Hus..  June  9th.  1881. 

Mb.  Editor— I  wish  to  bring  to 
bear  a  few  points  touching  the  mis¬ 
sion  of  the  M.  E.  Chnroh.  In  the 
first  plaoe,  I  think  there  is  a  ten¬ 
dency  on  the  part  of  tee  ohuroh  to 
send  means  and  missionaries  to  all 
other  parts  of  the  world  more  than 
to  Africa.  I  notioe  io  the  papers 
it  aeems  to  take  interest  in  other 
heathens  more  than  in  those  is 
Africa.  It  is  true  the  Chnroh  has 
done  mnoh  for  the  negro  in  the 
South  and  United  States  in  gen¬ 
eral,  bat,  brethren,  past  blessing 
will  not  Bnfflce.  It  will  not  do, 
brothers,  this  seeming  slackness 
towards  doty.  Yon  may  say  the 
Freedmen’s  Aid  Society  has  done  a 
great  deal  and  ia  still  doing  more 
for  the  negro.  I  say  well  done, 
F.  A  8 ,  bot  extend  your  aid  a  lit¬ 
tle  more  towards  another  portion 
of  the  globe.  A  great  deal  of  mon¬ 
ey  and  labor  is  yearly  expended  for 
institntfone  of  learning  for  the  ben¬ 
efit  of  the  oolored  man.  Brethren, 
there  is  a  vaoanoy  that  remains  to 
be  filled.  Every  denomination  ap¬ 
pear  to  vie  with  eaoh  other  in  oiv- 
ilising  and  Christianizing  the  dark 
continent  I  notioe  in  the  papers 
to  see  what  the  M.  E.  Chnroh  is 
doing  for  Africa.  The  M-  K  Chnroh 
is  very  small  in  Afrioa.  Now  some¬ 
body  msy  any  that  I  am  for  a  oolor 
line.  No  snoh  thing — I  desire  fair 
play  in  the  matter.  Wa  are  levied 
on  every  year  for  missionary  mon¬ 
ey,  and  I  do  oontend  for  a  liberal 
diatribntion.  Do  send  some  money 
and  missionaries  to  Africa.  Raise 
theory!  shont  aloud!  bold  not  your 
peace;  Afrioa  must  be  redeemed, 
and  some  one  should  raise  the  cry 
for  men  to  the  front,  and  some  wilt 
respond  to  the  call.  Remember  the 
command,  “Go  ye  into  all  the 
world."  How  oan  they  hear  with¬ 
out  a  preacher,  how  oan  they  preaoh 
except  they  be  sent  Take  heed  to 
these  things  and  ponder  them  well 
in  your  hearts.  Let  not  another 
wear  thy  crown.  I  believe  all  men 
were  created  equal.  God  has  made 
of  one  blood  all  nations  to  dwell 
on  the  earth.  With  God  there  ia 
no  differenoe.  In  heaven  all  are 
the  same.  Brethren,  glory  begins 
below.  I  think  the  old  Mother 
might  well  enlarge  her  garments 
a  little  without  serious  damage  to 
herself.  Let  me  hear  from  some  of 
the  brethren.

The  chapel  is  nicely  situated  for 
many  conveniences,  principally 
good  water  from  a  flowing  stream. 

We  need  tbeehnreh  here.  Though 
it  ia  not  finished,  I  have  already 
paid  ont  some  of  my  own  money  on 
the  building.  It  must  be  finished. 

I  have  not  aa  yet  reoeived  enough 
to  buy  salt  to  keep  the  clover  from 
hurting  my  horse,  while  eating 
around  the  oharch.  God  is  going 
to  help  me.  I  have  a  pablio  school, 
whioh  keeps  my  family  going. 
Every  S  tnrday  and  Sunday  I  am 
on  my  way  to  one  or  the  other. 

I  have  visited  Stnart’s  Chapel  1 
suppose  sinoe  conference  twelve 
times;  a  great  deal  more  than 
my  other  appointment,  owing  to 
the  small  number  and  new  work 
and  property,  and  the  prominenoe 
and  locality  of  the  church  at  this 
plaoe. 

At  Spring  Creek  we  have  a  log 
house  in  the  pine  forest,  and  the 
little  house  is  almost  lost  among 
the  trees,  bnt  God’s  people  are 
alive  any  where  yon  pnt  them. 
Here  we  are  weloome  and  treated 
kindly,  and  the  people  love  the 
ohoreh.  There  are  forty-three  mem 
bers  now,  and  I  have  taken  in  thir¬ 
teen  on  probation.  The  white  peo¬ 
ple  treat  ns  mnoh  better  that  some 
of  onr  own  people  of  oolor,  espe¬ 
cially  on  the  bayous.  They  oome 
and  stay  until  we  get  through. 
The  Sunday-eohool  ia  promising. 

The  former  pastor,  Bev.  John 
Lima,  left  no  reoord,  and  when  I 
oame  here  I  oonld  not  see  a  scratch 
of  a  pen.  Aa  for  members,  I  had 
to  take  them  ail  anew.  We  men¬ 
tioned  it  in  the  Board,  and  it  was 
agreed  to  hold  a  oamp  meeting  in 
August,  when  all  crops  will  then 
have  been  laid  by.  This  ia  a  great 
ohloken  county ,  vegetables,  fruits, 
and  the  finest  water.  Health  la 
good.  „  H.  J.  Wright.

Mr.  President :  It  hardly  seems 
necessary  lor  me  to  speak  at  all  this 
afternoon;  first,  because  so  much  has 
been  said,  and  bo  well  said;  and  see-

talk  ahont  different  divisions  and 
sections  congregated  together.  We 
law  this  morning,  in  those  fer- 
reaponses  to  the  prayer  for  good 
l^ueen  Viotoria,  what  good  English- 
are.  We  saw  in  the  re- 
Iponses  this  afternoon  to  the  prayer 
for  President  Garfield  what  good 
Americans  we  are  all.  And  if  we 
thus  regard  highly  the  names  of 
those  who  rule  over  us,  are  we  no’. 

that  regard  to  Him  who  is 
the  King  of  Kings  and  Lord  of 
Lords,  at  the  mention  of  whose 
name  every  knee  shall  bow  and  every 
tongue  confess  ?  We  have  heard 
khe  welcome  that  English  Meth¬ 
odism,  standing  in  the  very  home- 
etead  and  by  the  cradle,  gives  to  all 
her  returning  sons.  That  welcome 
is  broad,  hearty,  earnest,  Euglish, 
Christian,  and  we  accept  it  as  such. 
It  fell  from  the  lips  of  one  eminently 
antitied  to  give  it;  for  did  not  Chris¬ 
tian  modesty  prevent,  he  might  say 
what  Bishop  M’Tyeire’a  Virgil  made 
Eneas  say  about  the  wars  of  Troy — 
.muoTum  para  magna  Jin.  We  accept 
mis  cordial  welcome,  and,  since 
Methodism  hss  been  so  fully  treated 
of,  allow  me  to  say  something  else  in 
regard  to  some  other  departments,  of 
whioh  I  will  gladly  speak.  Method¬ 
ism  is  so  vast  and  various  that  no  one 
voice  can  make  sufficient  reply.  It 
has  so  many  families  that  it  puts  for¬ 
ward  different  speakers,  else  the  elo¬ 
quent  voice  which  preceeded  me 
would  have  been  enough.  We  are 
glad  to  come  here,  and  yet  those  that 
make  the  speeches  are  not  the  only 
ones  whose  voices  are  heard.  I  seem 
to  hear  while  I  speak  voices  from  the 
bay  where  the  Mayflower  lay,  voices 
from  where  the  Pilgrims  landed, 
voices  from  the  second  London  that 
we  call  N6W  York,  from  that  city  of 
orotherly  love  where  William  Penn 
meditated  quietly  in  bis  home  that 
has  been  immortalized  in  the  lines  of 
the  poet  Gray.  I  hear  voices  from 
the  broad  savannahs  in  the  South, 
from  Florida,  from  California — a 
voice  like  maDy  waters  of  those 
great  waves  of  humanity  that  roll 
across  the  prairies  and  strikaagainst 
the  Rooky  Mountains.  I  seem  to 
hear  voices  from  India,  from  China, 
from  the  Isles  of  the  Sea — voices 
(hat  remind  one  of  the  ten  thousand 
times  ten  thousand  and  thousands  of 
thousands  of  every  nation  and  kin¬ 
dred  and  tribe  giving  thanks  for  the 
invitation  and  the  welcome  they  have 
received  to  day  to  this  sacred  place, 
from  whence  all  their  blessings  of  a 
spiritual  kind  have  flowed.  We  are 
glad  to  come  to  England  and  to  be 
thus  weloomed.  In  more  respects 
than  those  that  Bishop  M’Tveire  in¬ 
dicated  it  is  here  that  we  have  our 
history.  Here  are  the  roots  of  our 
being.  Why,  if  you  ask  after  our 
dteratore,  we  point  to  Shakespeare; 
we  point  to  the  whole  Bodleian 
Library;  we  call  it  ours  just  as  we 
qall  the  men  ours  that  bear  the 
lames  of  Longfellow,  Lowell,  Mot¬ 
ley,  Bancroft,  and  Irving.  If  you  ask 
heraldry,  we  glance  back 
to  every  shield  and  plume  and  banner 
shat  has  ever  tossed  over  fields  where 
human  rights  have  been  fought  for, 
•md  where  they  have  been  won ;  and 
we  call  ours  e'ery  one  who  has 
eught  in  this  fight  withont  fear  and 
without  reproach,  from  good  King 
Arthur  to  Havelock.  If  you  ask  us 
ooucerning  our  relations  to  this  gTeat 
literary  outcome  of  the  age,  the  new 
version  of  the  New  Testament,  we 
simply  say  we  have  had  an  excellent 
aew  version  of  the  New  Testament, 
made,  printed,  sold,  read,  believed 
in,  and  preached  for  127  years.  And 
if  you  speak  to  as  about  our  theolo¬ 
gians,  and  our  venerable  ecclesiasti¬ 
cal  monuments,  why  we  speak  of 
Wesley  and  Fletcher  and  Whedon, 
who  have  revolutionized  the  world’s 
thology  on  the  basis  of  Arminius.

:al  departments,  when  the  thinking  of 
he  race  is  taming  oat  of  skeptical 
nto  Christian  channels,  it  is  fitting 
that  those  who  have  the  religious  in¬ 
terests  of  the  race  at  heart  should 
meet  and  consider.  So,  gathering 
here  together  and  thinking  over  the 
the  great  fields  in  which  we  have  to 
labor,  we  come  together  as  one  to 
study  the  thoughts  that  are  familiar 
to  u$,  and  to  oompare  them  with  one 
another.  We  come  to  Eugland, 
partly  because  we  are  anxious  to  see 
what  shall  be  done  with  the  ingath¬ 
ering  of  wealth.  It  is  no  longer  pos- 
hold  the  world’s  fair  in  one 
place,  so  vast  and  varied  have  its  in¬ 
dustries  become;  we  have,  therefore, 
expositions  of  Bingle  departments, 
like  cotton  in  Georgia  and  electricity 
France.  It  is  no  longer  pcssibla 
gather  all  the  world's  advance¬ 
ments  nr.der  one  roof,  or  even  in  one 
place.  What  shall  be  done  with 
these  great  accumulations  of  wealth  ? 
They  have  caused  every  nation  in 
the  past  to  perish.  There  was  no 
help  for  Babylon  but  burial;  there 
for  Rome  but  Alaric  and 
his  gods.  And  yet  the  eye  of  the 
physical  geographer,  looking  over 
the  world,  sees  the  great  river  of  the 
Gulf  Stream  coming  from  the  equa- 
pouring  its  warmth  and  mois¬ 
ture  toward  this  green  field  of  Eug¬ 
land;  but  the  eye  of  the  economist, 
looking  over  the  whole  earth,  sees 
not  merely  one  stream  of  wealth 
tending  thereto,  bat  many.  They 
:ry  land.  America 
sends  its  food,  Africa  sends  its  ivory 
and  gems,  China  sends  its  tea,  India 
sends  its  Koh-i-noor.  There  is  no 
the  world  that  has  not  put  its 
shoulders  tmder  British  keels  and 
sent  them  on  their  way.  Theie  is 
breezj  in  the  world  that  is  not 
straining  at  the  sail  at  the  same 
time  that  it  is  kissing  the  Union  Jack. 
What  shall  be  done  with  these  great 
accumulations  of  wealth  i  We  come 
here  partly  to  study  the  outcome  of 
such  things.  History  tells  us  of  no 
eity  possessed  of  each  wealth  that 
paused  in  the  midst  of  its 
downward  oareer  to  turn  back  again 
permanent  excellence.  But  we 
etaud  here  in  the  midst  of  the  one 
notable  exception.  Some  fifteen  years 
ago  the  piety,  the  intelligence,  the 
wisdom,  and  the  wealth  of  London 
determined  ou  its  renovation  and 
reformation.  1  am  free  to  say  that  the 
results  of  that  effort,  under  God,  are 
worthy  of  our  study,  thau  the 
whole  British  Museum.  I  am  free  to 
say  that  Dames  like  Sir  Francis 
Lycett — aud  I  mention  only  those 
that  have  passed  beyond  the  veil— 
.rthy  of  esteem  and 
bouor  than  such  names  as  tne  brave 
Duke:  they  are  more  nearly  related 
highest  interests  and  the 
highest  interests  of  the  race,  its 
present  and  eternal  welfare,  to  give 
bis  best  opportunity  in 
this  world  and  his  highest  advan¬ 
tages  ard  development  in  the  world 
come.  Methodism  not  only 
preaohes  a  salvation,  not  nly  pro¬ 
vides  a  literature,  school-houses,  aud 
worship,  but  it  oompels  their  ac¬ 
ceptance.  It  remembers  that  those 
who  were  merely  invited  to  the  feast 
did  not  come  at  all;  hence,  where  it 
has  its  true  development,  it  goee  out 
into  the  highways  and  hedges 
compels  them  to  come  in  that  they 
may  hear  God’s  word.

free.”  In  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Uhure1',  I  am  glad  to  say  that  the 
blues,  the  blood  of  Boston  culture, 
the  darkies,  the  blood  of  any 
on  earth,  find  as  free  and  giad 
welcome  as  they  would  have  found 
the  Pentecostal  Church.  Indeed, 
Methodism  has  caught  I  think,  the 
Pentecostal  idea,  and  as  has  been 
represented  here  a  moment  since,  it 
believes  that  “  Parthians,  aud  Medes, 
and  Etamites,  and  the  dwellers  in 
Mesopotamia,  and  in  Judea  and  Cap¬ 
padocia,  in  Pontns  and  Asia,  Phrygia 
aud  Pampbylia,  in  Egypt,  and  in  the 
parts  of  Libya  about  Gyrene,  and 
strangers  of  Rome,  Jews  and  prosel¬ 
ytes,  Cretes  and  Arabians,”  not  only 
ought  to  “  hear  ia  their  own  tongue 
the  wonderful  works  of  God,”  but 
they  ought  to  be  welcome  even  to 
Church.  Thanks  he  to  God 
they  are  !  We  are  glad  to  oome  here, 
I  say,  because  from  this  place  flowed 
that  lit  tie  stream  which  was  alluded 
to  this  morning;  here  is  fulfilled  the 
of  Ezekiel — from  these  thres¬ 
holds  went  out  the  word  of  life. 
But  it  has  gone  beyond  England  over 
he  Bea,  and  it  is  filling  the  whole 
world  with  its  glory.  When  we  look 
baok  to  the  cradles  of  the  race  in  the 
valleys  of  the  Euphrates  and  the 
Nile,  the  Ilissus  and  the  Tiber,  those 
cradles  are  all  overturned  and 
broken,  but  the  cradle  of  Methodism 
still  sending  forth  the  stream  of 
living  sons  and  daughters.

Only  one  man  about  the 
knows  all  about  it — the  chief 
engineer.  He  looks  down  and  through 
the  soil,  through  the  rock,  through 
oc  an — sees  where  each  man  is 
work;  he  knows  the  amount  of 
metal  or  coal  sent  into  the  upper 
world.  So  we  are  all  working  in  the 
darkness  of  the  under  world,  each  of 
pushing  in  our  own  appointed 
place  where  the  Master  has  put  us. 
In  the  pauses  of  our  labor,  perhaps, 
hear  some  one  wielding  the  ham- 
r  of  the  world  to  the  right  or  left 
as.  Sometimes,  on  occasions  like 
this,  we  are  enabled  to  come  up  into 
the  light  and  to  study  the  whole 
plan  of  the  working,  and  see  what 
has  been  done,  and  what  is  to  be 
done,  and  rejoice  in  the  amount  of 
light  and  power  that  is  sent  into  the 
world  above.  This  field  of  labor  is 
occupies  all  our 
thoughts  aud  demands  all  our  labor. 
Remembering  the  vast  achievements 
which  the  English  flag  has  float¬ 
ed,  remembering  tile  vast  achieve¬ 
ments  over  which  the  Stars  and 
Stripes  have  waved,  let  us  remember 
that  they  had  to  be  joined  together 
Stanley  or  anybody  else  could  go 
through  the  ‘Dark  Continent.”

Taylor  of  Crocket  The  trustees  pre¬ 
sented  their  report  of  the  work  done, 
and  the  building  for  dedication,  after 
which  the  presiding  elder  Rev.  W. 
Rippetoe  read  from  our  ritual,  the 
impressive  and  most  appropriate 
dedicatory  Bervioe,  and  the  beautiful 
house,  free  of  debt  exoept  $32,  the 
result  of  much  effort  and  the  offspring 
of  many  prayers  and  tears,  was  given 
to  Him  to  whom  of  right  all  things 

Great  credit  is  due  the  faithful 
trustees  and  to  the  little  band  of 
earnest  and  true  souls  at  Palestine. 
The  house  is  32x60  feet,  well  built, 
nicely  papered,  with  comfortable 
seats,  and  is  nearly  completed.

Among  the  Churches. 
Prayer  is  a  good  thing ;  it  is  said 
to  be  “  the  breath  of  God  in  man,’’ 
the  Christiana  native  air,”  his 
vital  breath,”  but  it  is  not  every¬ 
thing.  There  must  be  watching  as 
well  as  praying  and  working  as 
well  as  watching.  “  Without  me” 
Jesus  ‘‘ye  can  do  nothing,” 
but  all  of  his  promises  great  aud 
precious  are  to  the  prayiDg,  watch¬ 
ing  and  working  disciple.  He 
sends  men  out  into  his  vineyard 
o  lounge  or  beg  but  to  work, 
watch  aud  pray.  He  equips  mem 
with  sword,  shield  and  helmet  not 
for  the  closet,  or  throne  of  grace 
but  for  watching,  marching,  fighting 
and  working.  We  are  often  told 
by  those  who  love  ease  more  than 
work  that  the  truth  is  mighty  and 
will  prevail.  But  truth  needs  its 
defenders  and  promoters.  Mere 
truth  in  the  abstract  whether 
human  or  divine  possesses  no  in¬ 
herent  power.  Bible  truth  mnst  be 
brought  in  contact  with  mind  and 
conviction  to  give  it  force.  God 
has  committed  the  interests  of  his 
Ohuroh  on  earth  to  men,  and  her 
triumphs  or  seeming  defeats  are 
contigent  upon  their  faithfulness 
unfaithfulness.  The  warfare  is 
'  the  trnth.  The  fight  is  “the 
good  fight  of  faith.”  There  mast 
be  working,  watching  and  praying, 
of  these  three  whioh  is  greatest  I 
dare  not  say. 

At  La  Teche  we  have  some  ex¬ 
cellent  people  and  open  doors,  a 
wonderful  opportunity  for  a  good, 
sweet  loving  man  to  gather  a 
grand  harvest  for  God  and  his 
Ohnrch.  Father  Green  has  the 
confidence  of  all  the  community. 
We  fonnd  him  doing  a  work  that 
younger  men  had  talked  about;  he 
was  hard  at  work  with  hammer 
and  saw  in  band  upon  the  parson¬ 
age,  and  will,  withont  doubt,  have 
it  complete  before  the  close  of  the 
year.  At  the  same  time  arrange¬ 
ments  are  nearly  complete  for 
nicely  Beating  the  church  and 
securing  blinds  for  the  windows. 
Thus  adding  materially  both  to  tha 
comfort  and  beauty  of  the  Lord’s 
honse.  Franklin  is  one  of  the  most 
pleasant  towns  we  have  visited  in 
the  State.  It  is  the  county  seat 
of  St.  Mary’s  parish.  The  court 
house  and  jail  are  very  respectable 
buildings.  Some  of  its  citizens  are 
said  to  be  wealthy,  and  a  large 
majority  we  judge  are  in  easy 
competence.  The  inhabitants  are 
above  the  temptations  of  the  grog¬ 
shop,  the  brothel  and  the  gambling 
saloon.  It  has  eix  houses  of 
religions  worship,  each  of  which 
has  an  interested  congregation.  In 
each  a  delighful  place,  with  so 
many  attractions  of  course,  there 
should  be  a  large  and  flourishing 
Methodist  Episcopal  Ohnrch.  The 
minutes  of  our  last  conference  re¬ 
port  175  known  members,  but  the 
report  ot  all  the  classes  at  the  last 
quarterly  conference  showed  only 
112  members ;  the  number  as  given 
in  the  minutes  is  doubtless  a  mis¬ 
take,  but  we  know  ot  no  congrega¬ 
tion  where  the  members  appear 
more  cordial  and  nnited.  Since 
conference  they  have  expended 
nearly  five  hundred  dollars  on 
their  churoh  property,  completely- 
renovating  and  reconstructing  tbe 
inside  of  the  church,  thus  securing 
one  of  the  most  pleasant  audience 
rooms  in  the  oonferenoe.  Bro. 
Williams  their  pastor  is  deservedly 
popular.  In  his  report  to  the  last 
quarterly  conference  he  said  that 
“daring  a  ministry  of  sixteen 
years  he  had  not  seen  eight 
months  of  snoh  continued  peace 
and  harmony  among  and  with  his 
brethren  at  Franklin,  not  a  single 
unkind  or  nnpleasant  word  had  he 
received  from  one  of  them/' 
Happy  is  snoh  a  pastor,  and 
blessed  are  such  people.  The 
Sunday-school  is  healthy  and  vig¬ 
orous  and  doing  a  noble  work;  it 


has  contributed  nearly  one  hundred 
dollars  towards  the  expense  of  re¬ 
pairing  the  ohnroh.  There  are 
oertainly  advantages  in  the  eity 
that  are  not  realized  in  tbe  coun¬ 
try  but  no  one  from  the  city  oan 
reside  in  this  pleasant  village  in- 
haie  the  pure  air,  feast  on  froit 
and  vegetables,  fresh  and  healthful, 
associate  with  the  vigorous  and 
healthy  instead  of  the  pale  and 
sickly,  who  will  not  be  convinced 
that  here  are  advantages  that  can- 
be  realized  in  the  city.  Here 
we  see  something  of  real  prac¬ 
tical  Christian  fraternity, 
next  oonferenoe  is  to  be  held  at 
Franklin  and  already  the  pastor  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Churoh, 
South,  has  oalled  upon  Bro.  Wil¬ 
liams,  and  in  behalf  ol  his  people 
claims  the  privilege  of  helping 
entertain  the  conference  and  the 
visiting  brethren  who  may  be  pres-

In  listening  to  the  papers  and 
the  speeches  of  our  American 
brethren,  we  have  been  struck 
with  their  knowledge  of  the  origin 
and  early  history  of  Methodism.

made  historic  and  sacred.  Evi¬ 
dently  they  turn  to  the  cradle  of 
Methodism  with  a  deep  and  genn- 
ine  feeling.  In  this  respect  they 
furnish  an  example  whioh  is  well 
worthy  of  imitation.  The  English 
Methodists  of  this  generation  are 
some  daDger  of  losing  interest 
their  spiritual  ancestry.  Oar 
history,  our  biography,  our  theol¬ 
ogy,  aud  our  literatnre  in  general, 
worthy  of  more  attention  from 
our  own  people  than  they  receive. 
Ontside  of  onr  own  bonndaries 
they  are  read  and  studied.  En¬ 
thusiasm  in  Methodism  has  become 
somewhat  traditional.  We  need 
and  henceforth  to  be  stimula¬ 
ted  by  a  clear  conception  of  the 
spirit  and  the  principles  whioh 
contained  in  onr  own  distinctive 
form  of  church  life. — London  Mttk-

The  peculiar  method  of  securing 
the  presiding  effioer  of  each  day’ 
seseion  gives  rise  to  a  variety  of  de¬ 
cisions  by  the  ohairman.  Tne  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Committee  arranged  for  the 
chairman  to  be  taken  each  day 
from  the  different  branches  of 
Methodism.  Bishop  Peck  repre¬ 
sented  the  Methodist  Episcopa 
Church  on  the  first  business  day  of  | 
the  Conference,  and  hie  rulings 
have  given  tone  to  the  decisions  of  | 
the  other  presiding  officers.  Bishop 
MoTyeire  represented  the  Ohuroh 
South,  Rev.  Wm.  Arthur  and  Rev.

This  foot 
may  be  notioed  as  one  of  the  events 
of  this  Conference.  The  oolored 
man  felt  that  for  onoe,  at  least,  he 
was  among  brethren,  and  on  the 
conference  floor  and  in  all  public 
social  gatherings  he  was  treated  in 
sneh  a  way  as  to  show  there  was  do 
feeling  of  oaete.  One  of  the  colored 
delegatee  said,  in  hisspeeoh  in  open 
oonferenoe,  alluding  to  his  treat¬ 
ment,  so  different  from  that  received 
on  the  other  side  of  the  Atlantic, 

I  almost  forget  I  am  oolored,  ex¬ 
cept  I  look  in  the  glass.” 

There  have  been  some  strange 
rulings  by  the  different  chairmen, 
at  leaet  to  Americans,  bat  parlia 
mentary  usage  is  very  different 
here,  and  the  brethren  from  the! 
United  States  took  the  decisions 
philosophically  and  subsided  with 


Southern  slave,  the  American  negro. 
It  is  a  truth,  it  ie  a  great  truth,  and 
it  is  a  truth  no  greater  than  which 
can  be  considered  l»y  this  import¬ 
ant  body.  And  in  connection  with 
that  truth  comes  the  other  trans¬ 
cendental  trath,  that  this  line  of 
Providence  is  to  be  followed  np  not 
only  faithfully  but  wisely,  and  that 
wben  these  people,  go,  as  they  must 
and  will  go,  as  the  evangelizing 
power  to  their  own  native  country, 
they  must  go  there  not  only  as 
Christians,  but  as  men  of  profound 
education,  thoroughly  trained  and 
qualified  in  every  poss  ible  way  for 
this  great  evangelizing  work.  And 
let  me  say,  sir,  qow  practically,  that 
this  training  of  the  Southern  negro 
is  not  being  done  as  it  should  be 
done.  There  are  reasons  why  it 
cannot  be  done.  We  of  the  South¬ 
ern  States  are  poor;  we  are  not 
able  to  belp  onr  friends  as  we  desire 
to  help  them.  There  is  not  a  oolored 
obnrob  built  in  my  community  bnt 
what  I  think  I  speak  the  truth  when 
I  say  that  every  Christian  white 
Ohnroh  in  the  community  contrib¬ 
utes  its  mite  to  the  building,  and  so 
in  regard  to  every  Christian  effort 
and  enterprise  among  them.  It  re¬ 
ceives  onr  help  as  best  we  can  give 
it.  But  we  are  not  able  to  support 
onr  own  institutions ;  they  are  Ian- 
gnisbiog  and  they  are  suffering. 
Our  Northern  brethren  have  oome 
to  onr  belp  in  this  matter,  and  we 
thank  them  for  it;  bnt  perhaps 
they  are  not  doing  all  they  oan ; 
bnt  one  great  fact  is  impressed 
npon  me  npon  this  English  soil,  and 
it  is  this,  that  if  we  by  this  Confer¬ 
ence  can  get  the  perfeot  consecra¬ 
tion  of  English  money  to  the  great 
work  of  religions  enterprise,  we 
shall  have  done  a  vast  deal.

Monday,  Sept  19,  the  eleventh 
day  of  the  Oonferenoe,  was  opened 
with  a  discussion  on  the  report  of  j 
the  Business  Committee,  reoom- 
mendi  g  some  closing  exercises. 
Over  an  honr  was  spent  in  disoues- 
ing  this,  and  the  ohairman 
oompelled  to  foroe  a  vote,  while 
half  a  dozen  delegates  wanted  to 
say  "just  one  word,”  whioh  expres¬ 
sion  generally  meant  a  five-minutes 
talk— not  always  to  the  point  It 
finally  agreed  that  there  should 
be  a  prayer  meeting.  The  conserva¬ 
tive  element  in  the  Conference 
to  be  a  little  afraid  of  giv¬ 
ing  too  much  liberty  of  speech,  lest 
some  entbnslastio  brother  Bhonld 
give  utterance  to  words  and  senti¬ 
ments  more  fitting  the  Salvation 
Army  than  a  dignified  body,  whose 
ntteranoes  are  oloeely  scrutinized 
by  friends  and  foes  thronghont  the 
world. 

The  subjects  for  consideration 
ly  embraced  "Training-Schools  I 
for  Native  Converts  and  Native) 
Ministers  in  the  Foreign  Field. 
These  were  urged  as  necessary,  but  | 
the  difficulty  of  organizing  and  sus¬ 
taining  them  in  each  mission  field 
admitted,  and  onion  of  the  dif¬ 
ferent  Method’St  organizations  in 
supporting  these  sohools  was  urged.

Al- 
law  me  to  premise  this,  that  I  be¬ 
long  to  that  peonliar  class  of  Ameri¬ 
can  people  who  were  onoe  known  as 
slaveholders.  Our  slaves  have  been 
emancipated,  and  allow  me  to  say 
'  ere  today,  and  to  emphasize  it  as 
know  It  to  be  the  very  truth,  that 
in  the  Christian  hearts  ot  the 
Southern  slaveholders  there  does 
exist  a  feeling  of  regard  and  of 
concern  for  that  race  whioh  does 
not  exist  anywhere  else  on  the  face 
of  this  green  earth.  We  are  oon- 
- ■*  not  simply  as  Christians, 


_ we  have  ever  lived— friends 

from  onr  ohidlhood.  They  have 
labored  for  us,  they  have  stood  by 
ns  in  sickness  and  in  health,  they 
have  nursed  ns  in  onr  infancy,  snd 
they  love  ns  to-day.  and  we  love 
them.  There  is  nothing  on  earth 
of  any  power  or  influence  that  can 
i  separate  the  master  and  his  slave 
In  their  affections  and  confidence  to 
Ibis  day.

These  remarks  are  worthy  of  note 
as  ooming  from  a  Southern  man 
and  as  expressing  the  advanoed 
opinion  of  the  Booth  on  the  educa¬ 
tion  of  the  negro.

Lelieore  of  Paris  spoke  in  French, 
which  was  interpreted  by 
Arthur  in  a  masterly  manner.  “  The 
resources  of  Methodism  for  the 
world’s  conversion  and  the  duty  of 
developing  them,”  was  ably  dis¬ 
cussed,  and  the  resources  of  the 
church  noted,  in  men  and  women, 
money,  religions  experience,  simple 
gospel  truths,  lay  workers, 

Last  week  three  meetings  were 
held  in  Exeter  Hall,  for  the  purpose 
of  hearing  reports  from  the  differ¬ 
ent  Methodist  bodies  represented 
in  the  conference.  The  first  night 
was  given  to  the  consideration  of 
Methrdism  in  the  United  Statee. 
Bev.  Dr.  Tiffany  presented 
some  for  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Ohnroh.  Bev.  Dr.  Anderson  for  tb» 
Methodist  Episcopal  Chnrch,  Sooth. 
These  brethren  had  a  very  delicate 
task  to  perform.  Both  did  well. 
Each  spoke  plainly  yet  kindly 
past  differences,  and  also  of  frater¬ 
nal  feelings  toward  each  other. 
The  impression  made  on  the  andi- 
enoe  was,  that  there  is  nothing 
prevent  these  two  branohee  of 
Methodism  working  harmonioasly 
in  the  great  work  of  saving 
Organic  unity  received  very  little 
favor  from  this  oonferenoe.  There  | 
>  be  a  general  feeling  that 
unity  mast  be  developed  from 
within  and  not  by  legislation. 
Young  people  marry  if  left  to  them¬ 
selves,  but  would  rebel,  if  compell¬ 
ed  to  do  so  by  legislaton  prema¬ 
turely  enforced.

bring  them  to  Christ,  the  sanc¬ 
tity  of  the  Sabbath,  against  for¬ 
mality  in  religion,  and  in  favor  ot  a 
denominational  literature.  If  the 
only  thing  accomplished  had  been 
this  exhibition  of  brotherly  feeling, 
exhibited  in  this  conference,  it 
would  have  been  worth  all  the  ex¬ 
pense  of  time  and  money  which  the 
oonferenoe  had  cost  But  much 


more  had  been  done,  that  would 
cement  together  the  hearts  of 
Methodists  thronghont  the  world, 
and  have  a  tendenoy  to  kindle  their 
:he  work  of  the  Master. 
The  presence  ol  the  brethren  from 
such  diversified  countries,  and  from 
snch  great  distanoeB,  had  been 
a  special  pleasure  to  tbe  people  of 
London,  and  the  more  onr  people 
become  acquainted  with  t  ie  Ameri¬ 
can  brethren,  the  better  we  like 
them. 

Bishop  Simpson  replied  to  their 
address  most  happily.  He  rejoiced 
in  what  bad  been  done  by  the  con¬ 
ference.  He  said  practically  we 
are  one  in  sentiment  on  all  great 
questions  of  doctrine  and  duty. 
We  are  diverse  in  form,  but  one  in 
aim.  This  had  been  olearly 
sf  rated  daring  the  oonferenoe.  The 
Methodist  Ohnroh  had  learned  to 
regard  itself  ae  a  unit,  while  there 
were  diversities.  The  ritualistic 
Methodist  society  stood  side  by  side 
with  the  non-ritnalistic,  the  now 
Episcopal  ohnrohes  had  learned, 
that  there  might  be  bishops  with- 
ont  prelacy,  and  the  Episoopal 
form  of  government  was 
posed  to  the  greatest  snocess ;  and 
the  Episcopal  Methodists  might 
learn  some  things  from  their  non- 
Episoopal  brethren.  The  Bishop 
spoke  of  the  flexibility  of  Metho¬ 
dism,  that  without  sacrificing  any 
of  its  essential  characteristics,  it 
it  could  so  well  adopt  itself  to  the 
wanteof  the  people  to  whom  it  is 
ministered.  He  spoke  of  the  day 
as  one  of  sadness,  all  hearts  had 
been  pained  by  the  sad  intelligence 
of  the  death  of  President  Ga:  field, 
and  the  universal  grief  mainfeated 
showed  how  nearly  all  hearts  on 
both  sides  of  the  ocean  are  bonnd 
together.  While  this 
there  can  never  be  war,  bnt  these 
two  Protestant  nations,  England 
and  the  United  States,  must  be  a 
unit  in  improving  the  ci\  ilizations 
of  the  world.  If  differences  arise, 
they  must  be  settled  by  arbitration, 
not  by  an  appeal  to  arms.  Presi¬ 
dent  Garfield  is  dead,  bnt  there 
would  be  no  shock,  no  dmtnrbanoe 
in  the  social  or  financial  interests  of  | 
the  United  States,  Mr.  Arthur  is 
titled  to  the  confidence  ai  d  respeot 
of  all,  and  he  would  have  the  pray¬ 
ers  of  all  good  men  for  his  succeBB 
in  administering  the  government  of  | 
that  great  nation.  The  Bishop 
closed  his  address  amid  deep  feel¬ 
ing.  The  devotional  exeroisea 
which  oontinned  about  an  hoar 
closed  with  the  doxology  and  bene¬ 
diction  by  the  president  for 
day,  Bev.  Henry  Pope,  D.  D.  of  | 
tbe  Methodiet  Ohuroh  of  Canada. 
There  was  a  general  shaking  of  | 
hands,  and  the  friends  of 
days,  who  had  learned  to  respeot 
and  love  each  other,  tearfully  yet 
joyfully  spoke  the  "  God  h 
“  Good-bye,  ”  and  quiet  soon  reign¬ 
ed  in  City  Boad  Chapel,  and  this 
venerable  home  of  Methodism,  had 
another  event  to  chroniole  to  the 
ooming  generations,  the  first  Metho¬ 
dist  Ecumenical  Conference.  What 
may  be  the  outcome  of  this  gather¬ 
ing  and  its  utterance,  the  futare 
alone  will  reveal.  It  is  n 
time  to  prophecy,  as  that 
universal  heritage  of  newspaper 
correspondents,  bnt  a  few  things 
have  been  accomplished  by 
meeting.  1st.  Methodists  from  all 
parts  of  the  worid  have  become  bet¬ 
ter  acquainted,  both  with  the  weak¬ 
ness  and  strength  of  each  other, 
and  the  res  It  is,  increased  mntnal 
respect,  brotherly  kindness  and 
love.  2nd.  A  free  and  full  discus¬ 
sion  of  means  and  methods  of 
rying  on  the  chnrch  work,  made 
manifest  that  there  existed  an 
animons  feeling  that  while  torm 
has  its  appropriate  place,  t  ie  power 
of  all  successful  religions  work, 
whether  in  the  pnlpit  or  elsewhere, 
depends  npon  the  accompanying 
agency  of  tbe  holy  spirit.  3rd  The 
unity  of  the  different  branches  of  | 
the  Methodist  family  in  aim,  effort 
and  heart  is  of  more  importance 
mere  organic  unity,  and  the 
latter  oan  never  be  attained  with 
the  former  as  its  basis.  4  th. 
That  the  principles  of  brotherly 
kindness  should  be  exercised  be¬ 
tween  different  branobea  of 
Methodist  family,  occupying  the 
fields  of  labor.  5'h.  That 
family  gatherings  ot  the  different 
looal  Methodists  should  be  held,  for  ] 
the  purpose  of  mntnal  acquain¬ 
tance,  connse  ,  and  inoiting  to  love 
and  good  works,  and  that  another 
Eoomenioal  Conference  be  held  in 
1887. 

Other  points  may  be  deduced 
from  tbe  proceedings  of  the  oonfer- 
these  embrace  some  of 
the  points  on  which  there  seemed  to 
3  little  difference  of  opinion. 

The  good  English  people  of 
London  did  nobly  in  their  hospi¬ 
tality  to  the  delegates.  The  homes 
assigned  were  generally  trom  three 
miles  distant  from  Oity 
Boad  Chapel.  This  was  a  neooes- 
slty.  London  is  a  oity  of  magnifl- 
oent  distances.  Bnt  steam  oars, 
horse  cars,  omnibusses,  private  and 
pnblio  carriages  made  these  dis¬ 
tances  comparatively  short  At  the 
homes  the  delegates  fonud  real 
hearty  English  weloomes,  and  every  | 


want  was  supplied.  The  writer 
was  entertained  at  the  home  of  | 
Mrs.  Mary  Blyth,  Uxbridge  Road, 
who  with  her  two  daughters  and 
nii  oe,  will  long  be  remembered  for 
unremitting  kindness.  From  the

“ddress  was  bronght  np  by  Bishop 
behalf  of  tbe  Committee,  and 
isly  auopled: 

THE  METHODIST  ECUMENICAL  CON 
FEBENCR,  TO  THE  MINISTERS 
AND  MEMBERS  OF  AT.T.  THE  METH 
ODIST  CHURCHES  THROUGH¬ 
OUT  THE  WORLD— GREETING. 

Dear  Brethren.— Some  four 
hundred  delegates,  represent¬ 
ing  fonr  million  eight  ha. 
dred  thousand  members  and  no 
far  from  twenty  millions  of  people 
in  all,  assembled  in  City-road 
Chapel,  London,  England,  on  tbe 
7tb  day  of  September,  1881,  to  look 
carefully  into  our  condition,  b 
tory,  and  responsibilities,  and 
promote  a  good  understanding 
and  hearty  co-operation  with  each 
other. 

From  all  known  organizations  of 
Methodists  (twenty-six  in  number,) 
we  have  met  for  twelve  days,  and 
in  the  spirit  of  prayer,  conferred 
gether,  with  many  evidences  of  1 
Divine  power  and  blessing.  Fr 
distant  lands,  and  of  divers  natic 
and  languages,  we  have  eDjoyed 
“the  unity  of  the  Spirit  in  tbe 
bonds  of  peace.”  We  have  consid¬ 
ered,  with  as  much  thoroughness 
as  time  and  opportunity  wonld  per¬ 
mit,  many  of  the  great  questions 
whioh  concern  the  prosperity  of  | 
Methodism,  and  we  are  happy 
state  that  we  have  reached  sub¬ 
stantial  agreement  in  all  important 
particulars  oomiDg  fairly  within 
the  Boope  of  onr  Oonferenoe. 

You  are  familiar  with  the  duties 
of  piety  and  virtue.  We  shall  not, 
therefore,  rehearse  them  in  detail 
after  the  usual  manner  of  a  pas¬ 
toral  address ;  but  we  deem  it  right 
to  submit  to  you  a  few  plain,  prac¬ 
tical  suggestions. 

With  hnmble  views  of  onr  selves 
let  ns  trust  in  God  only. 

We  are  happy  to  observe  de- 
olded  tendencies  to  a  closer,  if 
organio  onion  with  each  other. 
The  example  of  three  of  the  Metho¬ 
dist  Churches  in  Canada,  and 
in  Ireland,  indicates  that  when 
Providence  points  the  way,  onr 
different  bodies  in  the  same 
tries  may  be  bronght  Into  one, 
with  promise  of  largely  increased 
usefulness.  Such  duIods,  w 
lievc,  should  be  prudently 
aged,  and  wben  they  occur  under 
favorable  auspices,  should  be 
hailed  with  great  joy. 

Bnt  while  many  are  praying  and 
waiting  for  them,  let  as  respect 
each  other,  especially  in  all 
ters  of  ohnrch  discipline,  and 
tain  jost  and  truly  fraternal  rela¬ 
tions  ;  and  being  one  in  doctrines, 
and  essential  methods,  and 
really  one  spiritnal  organism,  let 
bring  togelber  annually  in  one 
year-book  tbe  results  ot  onr  labors 
nnder  God,  and  be  known  every¬ 
where  as  one  Methodist  Chnrch. 
To  promote  these  most  desirable 
results  we  advise  that  onr  ecclesi¬ 
astical  bodies  frequently  exchange 
fraternal  greetings,  eilher  by  letter 
or  by  deputations. 

Let  the  ohnroh  be  regarded 
Divine  institution  for  the  salvation 
i,  by  clear  conversions  snd 
entire  sanctification,  through  faith 
in  Christ,  by  power  of  the  Holy 
Ghost;  by  continued  growth  iu 
grace ;  and  by  constant  faithful 
labors  of  all  its  members. 

As  essential  to  the  edification  of 
the  ohurch  let  ns  draw  the  atten- 
and  affections  of  onr  people  to 
regular  established  means  of) 
graoe,  as  of  Divine  appointment. 
Let  ns  maintain  in  great  strength 
the  pnblio  preaching  of  the  word 
by  regnlarly  appointed  pastors  and 
by  looal  preaohers.  Let  all  onr 
members  faitbtnlly  attend  tbe  holy 
Saorament  of  the  Lord’s  Sapper. 
Let  as  vigilantly  sustain  our  week¬ 
ly  prayer-meetings  and  quarterly 
love-feasts.  Let  ns  revive  and  fully 
maintain  onr  class-meetings  and 
not  nntil  all  our  people  attend 
them  with  all  practical  regularity. 
Let  us  organize  our  most  devoted 
women  for  work  in 
neglected  districts,  to  distribute 
tracts,  and  look  after  the  poor  and 
wioked;  to  gather  them  into  tbe 
ohnrohes  and  their  cbildren  into 
the  Sunday-schools.  L-c  this 
Christian  visiting  become  regular 
and  thorough,  and  employ  all  our 
people  in  seeking  and  saving  the 
lost.  Let  all  onr  looal  preachers 
have  regular  appointments,  and 
let  them,  as  well  as  the  pastors, 
preach  frequently  in  the  open  air, 
under  each  shelter  as  they  oan 
find,  that  the  gospel  may  reach 
those  who  do  not  attend  pnblio 


service-  We  will  extend  tbe 
warm  hand  of  Christian  fellowship 
evangelical  brethren  of  all 
the  churches.  We  will  enconrag. 
lay  preaching  and  watch  carefully 
the  leadings  of  Providence,  and  ii 
we  find  any  casting  ont  devils  in 
tbe  name  of  Christ  we  will  not  for 
bid  them,  though  they  follow  not 
os.  We  deem  it  right  that  onr 
pastors  should  lead  and  avail 
themselves  of  all  truly  evangelistic 
labors,  by  godly  persons  evidently 
called  of  God  to  this  holy  work  for 
the  Balvation  of  souls  and  the 
building  np  of  the  organized  church 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ 

Next  to  the  Christian  household 
the  church  should  be  the  most  de¬ 
lightful  home  of  our  children  and 
young  people.  Let  its  services,  em 
ploymentB,  and  social  refinement" 
fully  meet  their  largest,  purest  de¬ 
sires'  for  happiness,  leading  them 
to  “turn  away  from  snoh  diver 
siona  as  cannot  be  used  in  tbs 
name  of  the  Lord  Jesus.”  We 
mast,  in  this  and  in  all  proper 
ways,  seek  to  destroy  the  worldly 
influences  which  are  ooming 
upon  ns  like  a  flood. 

In  farther  definition  of  the  true 
ideas  of  the  ohuroh,  we  insist  upon 
a  ministry  called  of  God,  and 
tioned  by  his  blessing,  with  con 
stantly-improving  cnltnre  aiming 
at  the  highest;  expecting 
preachers  to  be  taken  from  all 
classes  of  good  and  sincere  men, 
Insisting  that  their  preaohing  shall 
be  loyal  to  tbe  law  and  tbe  gospel 
in  their  revealed  penalties  of  end 
less  punishment  to  the  finally  im 
penitent,  and  in  their  holy  love  for 
the  sonls  of  men.  Let  all  onr 
preaching  be  <•  in  the  demonstra¬ 
tion  of  the  Spirit  and  of  power. 

We  recognize  as  of  the  highest 
importance  the  conversion  snd 
Christian  nurture  of  children.  To 
this  end  let  them  be  solemnly 
secrated  to  God  in  Christian  bap¬ 
tism,  and  let  ns  observe  with  pions 
care  all  the  obligations  of  the  bap¬ 
tismal  covenant  All  children 
to  be  regarded  as  redeemed  by  the 
blood  of  Christ,  and  hence  dear 
Him  and  justly  entitled  to  the  ten-  J 
derest  care  ot  the  church.  They 
should  be  tangbt  at  borne  and  in 
all  onr  Sunday-schools  the  doc¬ 
trines  of  onr  ohnrcb,  and  be  edu¬ 
cated  in  all  the  principles  of  onr  ] 
holy  Christianity.  Let  one  day  in 
every  year  be  faithfully  observed 
as  children's  day.  Especially 
would  we  charge  all  onr  people  to  j 
see  that  their  children  regnlarly 
tend  the  preaching  of  the  word. 
The  Snnday-school  is  of  highest) 
moment  for  the  study  of  the  Holy 
Bible,  and  the  gracious  influences) 
whioh  attend  wise  and  faitful 
structi  n.  It  should  constantly 
add  numbers  to  its  millions  in  at¬ 
tendance.  Its  modern  progress 
scholarly  adjustments  to  the  great] 
ends  it  is  appointed  to  serve  give 
the  largest  promise  as  to  its  fotnre  ] 
mission.  Let  it  be  carried  forward 
by  ample  means,  thorough  study, 
and  the  constant  presence  and 
participation  of  the  adult  members 
of  onr  oongregatio  8.  It  is,  how¬ 
ever,  on  no  acoonnt  to  take  the 
place  of  pnblio  divine  service.  Let 
ns,  by  the  promptest  and  most] 
kindly  influences,  check  the  alarm- 
ing  tendencies  to  this  result,  and 
see  that  we  do  not  in  onr  Sunday- 
schools  rear  a  generation  of  church 
neglecters.  In  order  to  do  this 
let  the  pastor  be  firmly  identified 
with  the  Sunday-schools. 

In  our  schools  and  colleges  of  all 
grades  we  should  insist  npon 
reaching  the  highest  standard  of 
excellence  in  science,  literature, 
and  the  arts.  With  the  breath 
and  discrimination  practicable  to  a  J 
cultivated  people,  let  us 
students  to  the  purest  and  largest 
sonroes  of  knowledge ;  but  in  tbe 
fharseter  of  professors  and  teach- 
tbe  principles  taught..  In 
Christian  privileges,  in  revivals  of 
religion  and  loyalty  to  Jeans 
Christ,  let  all  onr  schools  and 
higher  seminaries  of  learning  be 
thorough  Methodist  institutions. 
And  we  beg  onr  people  to  send 
their  sons  and  daughters  to  onr 
own  schools  and  colleges,  and  es¬ 
pecially  not  to  expose  them  to  the 
invidious  and  perilons  influences  of 
Roman  Catholio  schools,  or  schools 

a  Romish  tendenoy. 

It  is  fitting  that  we  Bhonld  move 
in  the  front  ranks  of  Christian 
philanthropy.  To  render  this  pos¬ 
sible,  let  all  onr  people,  young  and 
old,  be  trained  to  the  entire  conse¬ 
cration  of  property,  and  hence  to 
liberal  systematic  giving,  11  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  ability  whioh  God 
giveth.”  Then  not  only  will  onr 
church  treasuries  be  foil,  bat  onr 
of  means  will  bear  their  proper 
part  in  the  broader  charities  re¬ 
quired  to  ameliorate  the  conditions 
ot  the  hum  hi  race. 

We  have  b.  fore  us  the  high  obli¬ 
gation,  in  co  :  peration  with  onr 
fellow  Christians,  to  give  the  Holy 
Bible  to  all  people  in  all 
languages. 

must  everywhere  stand 
firmly  by  the  time  historic  Chris¬ 
tian  Sabbath. 

There  most  be  a  larger  measure  of  ] 
the  missionary  spirit  amongst  us.  J 


The  Lord  Las  se"  before  us  every¬ 
where  open  doors.  We  must  enter 
these  doors  and  advance  in  all  lande 
or  incur  the  Divine  displeasure. 
While  soulp,  perishing  by  millions, 
are  crying  to  ns  for  the  gospel,  t 
in  onr  vast  numbers,  are  giving 
average  of  only  a  few  pennies  a 
year  for  the  cause  of  missions,  and 
expending  our  means  largely  for 
Inxnriee  at  home  !  Brethren,  there 
mast — absolutely  mast— be,  from 
this  epoch  of  our  history,  a  grand 
uprising  of  the  Methodist  people 
Tor  the  salvation  of  the  worid. 
nnst,  in  onr  giving,  make  the 
'ransition  from  impnlse  to  prin- 
o’ple.  For  this  purpose  let  correct 
information  be  spread  everywhere, 
in  periodicals,  tracts  and  volumes  ; 
by  conversation,  lecturing  and 
preacbiDg.  Let  the  monthly 
concert  of  prayer  for  missions 
become  the  regular  habit  of| 
the  church.  Let  not  our  oontri 
buttons  be  confined  to  missionary 
days  or  great  public  oooaslonB,  bnt  | 
lettbrm  be  frequent  and  regular 
and  extend  throngh  tbe  year.  Let 
all  our  Snnday-schools  become 
ganized  missionary  societies.  Let 
the  missionary  canse  be  remem¬ 
bered  eveiy  day  iu  closet  and 
family  prayer,  and  become  the  ob- 
jeot  of  dearest  affection  and  liveli- 
ast  interest  to  parents  and  chil¬ 
dren.  Let  us  entreat  G  id  to  give 
the  ohurohea  everywhere  a  gracious 
quickening  of  love  for  sonls.  Then 
will  our  thousands  be  turned  to  mil 
lions,  and  more  rapid  progress 
than  we  have  ever  known  will 
honor  God  and  build  up  the  churob 
in  all  her  interee 

We  beg  also  to  say  that  it  ia 
time  that  our  chapels,  churches, 
and  institutions  of  learning  should 
be  relieved  from  debt,  and  no  more 
of  the  Lord’s  precious  money  be 
sunk  in  interest.  We  are  persuad¬ 
ed  that  with  tbe  proper  determina¬ 
tion  this  might  all  be  achieved  in 
brief  period  of  time.  We  entreat 
onr  brethren  to  move  forward  in 
this  great  enterprise  promptly  and, 
as  nearly  ss  possible,  simultan¬ 
eously  thronghont  the  world. 

In  the  building  of  chnrcbes  ami 
chapels,  .let  ns  avoid  all  extrava 
gauces,  and  study  eoonomy, 
veuienoe,  ebas’e  architecture,  and 
good  taste.  While  we  are  advanc 
uing  rapidly  in  tbe  oonstraotiou  of 
houses  of  worship  suitable  for  all 
classes,  let  us  make  the  poorest  wel¬ 
come  to  the  best  of  them,  and  let 
aid  tbe  destitute  and  struggling 
onr  frontiers,  and  all  over  the  land, 
to  provide  houses  of  worship,  how¬ 
ever  bumble,  for  themselves,  their 
children,  and  their  neighbors. 

All  our  families  and  Sunday- 
schools  should  be  constantly  sup¬ 
plied  with  periodicals  and  books] 
from  our  own  publishing  houses 
and,  by  the  nse  of  fresh,  entertain 
ing,  and  elevated  literature,  let  onr  | 
people,  young  and  old,  be  saved 
from  the  contaminating  influence  of  ] 
a  visions  press. 

We  cannot  fail  to  know  that  the  | 
alarming  evils  of  intemperance  de¬ 
mand  the  prompt  attention  of  all 
loverB  of  onr  race.  Tbe  world 
literally  groaning  in  anguish  under 
the  wrongs  whioh  come  from  this 
evil.  It  is  so  general,  and  so  forti¬ 
fied  by  class  interest,  and  intrenobed 
in  tbe  depraved  appetites  of 
that  it  will  not  yield  to  mild  r 
dies,  and  there  are  gratifying 
dencee  that  there  has  already  be¬ 
gan  a  grand  Dprisiug  of  Christian 
power  against  it.  Do  we 
it  to  the  memory  of  oar  great 
founder,  whose  trenchant  words 
are  still  tinging  ronud  the  world 
to  our  history,  showing  that  fo: 
more  than  a  century  we  have  led 
pnblio  opinion  aga  net  this  great 
wrong  ;  and  to  the  troth  of  onr 
holy  religion,  to  stand  in  this 
form  also  in  the  front  funks  ot 
philanthropists  T 

While  we  mast  allow  that  cir- 

lmstances  are  diverse  in  the  sev¬ 
eral  countries  from  whioh  we 
come,  and  that  onr  brethren  mast 
jadge  for  themselves  of  what  is 
practicable  in  methods  and  impera¬ 
tive  in  duty  where  they  reside, 
may  we  not  assure  those  who  are 
engaged  in  this  struggle  that  they 
oan  depend  npon  more  than  fonr 
million  Methodists  to  give  all  tbe 
force  of  a  consistent  example  and 
of  private  and  pnblio  inflaence  to 
dimish  as  rapidly  as  possible,  and 
finally  remove  from  the  world,  this 
grievous  crime  t 

With  equal 
bear  our  testimony  against 
id  insist  npon  the 
most  earnest  f  fl  irts  of  nations  to 
Bettle  all  difficulties  by  peaoefnl 
arbitration. 

Finally,  brethren,  we  moat  earn¬ 
estly  desire  that  onr  people  should 
avoid  all  sell  landation.  We  have  | 
reached  numbers  snd  wealth  and 
power  whioh  fearfully  expose  ns  to  | 
temptations  to  church-pride.  If  we 
yield  to  these  temptations  we  shall 
grievously  sin  agsinst  God.  There 
bnt  one  way  to  avoid  onr 
dangers.  We  most  hnmble  our¬ 
selves  in  tbe  dust.  We  roust,  in 
millions,  consecrate  all  we 
have  and  are  to  Christ  and  His 
holy  work.  We  must  reaoh  the 
vale  of  humility,  at  the  loot  of  the 
id  remain  there.  The

If  the  affeotione 
respond  only  to  objeota  of  parity, 
If  the  oonsoieaoe  only  to  the  voioe 
of  right,  if  t her  will  only  to  the  oell 
of  duty,  there  mast  be  inherent 
parity  and  strength  in  all  oar 
morel  powers,  when  quieeoent;  this 
is  tiie  glorious  significance  of  our 
Lord’s  words— “  The  prinoe  of  this 
world  oometb,  and  he  hath  nothing 
in  me;  “nothing  in  my  nature  or 
spirit,  nothing  in  my  thoughts  or 
motives,  nothing  in  my  desires  or 
purposes,  nothing  in  my  appetites 
or  passions,  nothing  in  my  words 
or  deeds ;  for  underlying  all  thete 
Is  my  state  of  parity.  Christ  is  the 
Savior  and  sovereign  of  the  heart 
wharein  he  incarnates  holiness.  Be 
most  be  at  the  fountain-head  of 
Ufa  that  the  issues  thereof  may  be 
divine.  This  is  the.  high  import  of 
his  Sermon  on  the  Mount,  when  he 
opened  his  month  and  taaght  the 
people,  saying,  “ Blessed  are  the 
pare  in  heart,’’  implying  an  ante- 
ssdsat  Mate  pt  purity.  Be  con¬ 
sents  that  the  law  la  ionaded  on 
the  eternal  diatinetioas  of  right 
and  wrong,  including  in  their  es-‘ 
senoe  every  vioe  and  virtue  known 
to  oar  race,  commanding  what 
ought  to  be  done  and  forbidding 
what  ought  not  to  be  done.  He 
oommanda  the  ekteraal  observance 
of  the  Tan  Commandments;  bnt  be 
searches  ss  with  the  caudle  of  the 
Lord  the  secret  of  the  heart.  Henoe, 
ha  proneuneea  him  a  murderer  who 
hates  his  brother;  an  adulterer, 
where  look  is  Usoivions ;  a  per¬ 
jurer  where  oath  is  unnecessary. 
And  therefore  he  demands  that 
sslf  abnegation  shall  take  place  of 
;  equivalent  revenge ;  that  love  shall 
apaa  both  friend  and  foe;  that 
Charily  shall  serve  in  modest 
scored ;  that  prayer  shall  be  offer¬ 
ed  in  holy  solitude ;  that  fasting 
shall  be  a  private  self denial;  and 
all  thia  to  fulfill  the  command,  “  Te 
therefore  shell  bo  perfect  as  your 
heavenly  Father  la  perfect,"  In 
thia  evangelical  sense  end  as  going 
bank  of  this  hatred  of  sin  and  this 
state  of  parity,  holiness  Is  the  re¬ 
adjustment  of  oar  whole  nature, 
whereby  the  inferior  appetites  and 


whose  physical,' mental,  and  moral 
powers  are  in  full  foroe,  but  sub- 
jeot  to  law.  In  tbis  completed 
restoration  nothing  but  sin  is  de¬ 
stroyed.  All  that  is  natural  is 
regulated,  purified,  exalted.  To 
such,  God  re-appears  in  the  fellow¬ 
ship  of  his  presence,  conscience  is 
strengthened,  and  its  dictates  are 
obeyed  ;  the  affections  are  cleansed 
and  enshrii  e  the  holy  One;  the  will 
Is  emancipated,  and  responds  to 
the  divine  law.  All  passions  find 
their  oontentment  in  normal  Indul¬ 
gence.  All  desires  have  their  ap¬ 
propriate  gratification.  All  temp¬ 
tations  are  met  with  instant  recoil. 
The  equipoise  of  the  soul  is  re 
stored.  Love  is  supreme ;  rest  is- 
perfect.  Christ  is  all  and  in  all. 
Oat  of  snoh  a  condition  flows  a  life, 
“holy,  guileless,  and  andeflled,’’ 
for  holiness  is  an  act.  it  is  perfect 
obedienoe  in  love  to  a  law  that  is 
“  holy  and  just  and  good.’’  It  is 
than  devotion.  It  is  holy  living. 
It  la  the  spirit  of  devotedness  car¬ 
ried  Into  all  the  relatione  and  con¬ 
cerns  of  life.  It  is  self-abnegation, 
whioh  seeks  no  other  reward  than 
the  oonacionsneas  of  dnty  done.  It 
la  oalmneas  amid  tnrbnlenoe,  meek¬ 
ness  amid  provocation,  hnmility 
amid  the  pride  and  fashion  of  life. 
It  la  the  reign  of  love  amid  the 
anarchy  of  this  world’s  hate.  It  is 
the  oharity  that  tbinketh  no  eviL 
It  is  a  brotherly  kindness  that 
worketh  no  ill  to  man.  It  is 
benevolence  incarnated.  It  is  a 
horixon  whioh  takes  In  the  whole  of 
eaoh  day,  so  that  conversation  is 
•are  as  tbe  breath  of  prayer; 
grafter  as  holy  as  a  psalm  of 
praise;  the  pursuit  of  wealth, 
pleas  are,  honor,  saintly  as  Euohar- 
istio  hast.  Such  a  life  is  beautiful 
with  “  whatsoever  things  are  true, 
whatsoever  things  are  honorable, 
whatsoever  things  are  jest,  whatso¬ 
ever  things  are  pore,  whatsoever 
things  are  lovely,  whatsoever 
things  are  of  good  report" 

In  snoh  a  life  the  Sabbath  of  the 
soul  never  ends.  Bnt  is  not  snoh 
a  state  rather  a  lofty  ideal  to 
awaken  holy  aspirations  never  to 
be  realised,  a  goal  of  renown  to  ex¬ 
cite  heroio  struggles  never  to  be 
triumphant  ?  Is  It  one  of  the 
grand  possibilities  of  Christian 
faith?  God  never  commands  what 
he  does  not  require.  He  never  re¬ 
quires  where  there  is  notability  to 
perform.  He  Is  ever  consistent 
with  himself,  through  all  ages,  un¬ 
der  all  dispensations.  He  has 
made  requisitions  for  this  one 
thing.  He  forahadowed  his  will  in 
the  shoeless  feet  of  Mooes  on  the 
mount,  in  the  spotless  garments  of 
the  priests  la  the  saaotoary,  in  the 
blemishleee  sacrifices  on  the  altar 
of  atonement,  and  transcending  all 
these  in  glory  in  the  sinless  life  of 
his  Son.  This  requirement  rests 
upon  a  necessity,  and  the  necessity 
rises  to  a  privilege.  Privilege  is 
the  correlate  of  duty.  -Aa  where 
there  is  a  wing  there  is  air;  aa 
where  there  ia  a  fin  there  is  water ; 
as  where  there  is  an  eye  there  is 
light;  so  where  there  Is  a  demand 
there  ia  gr*oe  to  comply.  God  oan 
not  demand  lees;  he  does  not  re¬ 
quire  more.  As  worship  is  com¬ 
panionship,  there  is  a  manifesa  fit¬ 
ness  la  this  ordination.  If  a  soldier 
should  be  brave,  a  teacher  learned, 
a  friend  true,  man  should  be  pure. 
It  is  the  belief  of  the  Christian 
church  that  Christ  is  a  Savior;  that 
his  mission  was  twofold— objec¬ 
tively,  to  re-adjost  our  relations 
with  the  divine  government,  so 
that  “  God  oould  be  just  and  the 
jostiffer  of  him  who  belleveth  in 
Jesus,’’  and  subjectively  to  recreate 
ns  la  his  own  image.  Bnt  by  a 
laxity  of  frith  this  recreation  is 
held  to  be  partial  at  most.  Never¬ 
theless  he  is  esteemed  a  Savior 
from  tome  depravity,  from  some 
besetting  sin,  from  tome  downward 
tendency ;  that  ha  so  renews  ns 
that  the  outline  of  his  image  is 
seen,  and  that  he  imparts  to  ns 
some  love,  tome  hope,  some  faith. 
This  ia  the  oomfortable  profession 
of  (he  catholic  church  of  Jeans 
Christ.  Bat  it  la  not  sufficient.  It 
ia  an  Inception  without  a  consum¬ 
mation.  rather  it  is  not  his  plan 
to  OQOpfcte  the  work  prior  to 
death,  or  he  hat  not  the  ability,  or 
tbe  believer  does  not  exerelae  the 

[faith  eqnal  to  the  end. 

Aeoeotinc  the  latter  as  the  un¬ 
derlying  oanss  of  the  deficiency  in 
maaon  experience  of  the 
ahurofa,  let  a  nobler  frith  measure 
the  possibility  of  hit  power,  and 
find  In  Christ  oaa  who  aavath  to 


the  fl“8h  and  spirit,  perfecting  holi¬ 
ness  in  the  tear  of  God."  Over 
against  this  apostolioe  injnnotion 
let  ns  plaoe  one  declarative  prom¬ 
ise  whioh  shall  be  the  measure  of 
his  ability  and  of  onr  privilege. 
“  If  we  walk  in  the  light  as  he  is 
in  the  light  we  have  fellowship' one 
with  another,  and  the  blood  of 
Jeans,  his  Son,  cleanseth  us  from 
all  sin.’’  This  is  more  than  pardon 
of  actual  transgression ;  more  than 
subjugation  of  inherited  depravity ; 
more  than  deliverance  from  the 
dominions  of  sin.  It  is  the  comple¬ 
tion  of  regeneration;  it  is  entire 
sanctification.  But  this  exalted 
state  of  grace  is  not  Immunity  from 
tbe  infirmities  incident  to  an  im¬ 
perfect  body,  or  from  tbe  mistakes 
inevitable  to  a  weak  understanding, 
or  from  tbe  liability  to  sin,  or  from 
the  necessity  and  possibility 
growth  in  grace.  Structural  imper¬ 
fections,  disease,  and  death  imply 
man's  fall,  and  because  of  whioh  be 
oasnot  respond  fnlly  to  that  primal 
law  under  whioh  he  was  created  a 
perfect  being.  These  are  defects 
not  to  be  remedied  by  entire  sanc¬ 
tification,  bnt  by  the  resurrection 
of  tbe  jast  “He  knoweth  onr 
frame,  remembereth  that  we  are 
dust”  Yet  to  the  pare  -is  given 
the  graoe  of  patience  and  resigna¬ 
tion  to  endure  the  ills  of  a  body 
whioh  is  the  temple  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  And  it  is  a  fact  that  by  the 
sobriety  it  demands,  by  the  rest- 
fulness  it  Imparts,  by  the  joy  it 
creates,  holiness  tends  to  health 
and  length  of  days.  “  With  long 
life  will  I  satisfy  him,  and  show 
him  my  salvation.’’  Nor  is  this  en¬ 
tire  oonseoration  to  Christ  incon¬ 
sistent  with  the  possible  errors 
whioh  arise  from  an  enfeebled  in¬ 
tellect,  or  from  limited  knowledge. 
Such  may  not  be  inasperable  from 
the  potest  intention  and  the  holiest 
life  ;  yet  liability  to  snoh  will  be 
largely  diminished  by  tbe  presence 
of  an  informing  and  guiding  Spirit 
And  it  is  a  matter  of  experience 
that  with  holiness  there  oomea  aa 
intellectual  elevation,  a  sharpening 
and  quickening  of  all  the  mental 
powers,  whereby  the  “  perfect  man 
in  Christ”  discerns  more  readily 
between  right  and  wrong.  And 
the  heavenly  calm  that  reigns  in 
all  his  being  and  “  perleot  peace  ” 
wherein  he  is  ever  kept  oondnoe  to 
tranquility  oi  intellect,  oorreotness 
of  taste,  candor  of  intention,  care¬ 
fulness  of  judgment,  and  impar¬ 
tiality  of  decision.  Perfect  knowl¬ 
edge  and  perfeot  love  may  be 
separable,  yet  in  this  higher  state 
of  grace  even  the  thought-life  of 
the  soul  it  subject  to  the  sway  of 
the  Lord.  “  Bringing  into  oaptiv- 
ity  every  tnonght  to  the  obedienoe 
of  Christ." 

Wbat  thought  is  we  may  not  de¬ 
fine  ;  how  thoughts  originate  we 
may  not  explain.  But  whether 
thoughts  come  from  original  per¬ 
ceptions  or  from  the  oombined  ao- 
tion  of  tbe  memory  and  the  imagi¬ 
nation,  or  are  projected  by  satanlo 
influence,  the  mind  may  be  master 
of  itself;  and  evil  thoughts  may  be- 
oome  onr  possessions  by  retention 
or  be  dismissed  at  will.  Thonght 
is  a  mental  mot,  and  like  the  “  idle 
word,"  or  the  “  deeds  done  in  the 
body,”  has  a  moral  character. 

Out  of  the  heart  prooeed  evil 
thonghta.”  The  immagination  acts 
directly  on  the  moral  character, 
and  by  its  abase  the  will  is  weak¬ 
ened,  the  mental  energy  is  dissipa¬ 
ted,  and  the  whole  Uife  is  polluted- 
Henoe  the  prayer  of  the  church— 
“Cleanse  the  thoughts  of  our 
hearts  by  the  Inspiration  of  thy 
Holy  Spirit,  that  we  may  perfeotly 
love  thee,  and  worthily  magnify 
thy  holy  name.  ’  Nor  is  there  any 
warrant  in  scripture  or  any  proof 
in  experience  that  holiness  is  free¬ 
dom  from  temptation  or  liability  to 
sin.  Temptation  It  the  appointed 
tost  of  virtne,  and  liability  to  sin 
belongs  to  probation.  The  tenden¬ 
cies  to  sin  may  be  arrested,  and 
will  diminish  as  the  believer  abides 
in  Christ.  Bat  the  terrible  strag¬ 
gles  against  the  tempter  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  the  dying-hoar.  Many 
will  be  the  fleroe  oonfiiots,  and  in 
unguarded  moments  and  under 
powerful  satanie  influence  there 
map  be  a  blind  impulse  to  yield  to 
some  attractive  objeot  of  solicita¬ 
tion  ;  bat  the  pare  spirit  will  reooll 
therefrom  u  from  the  breeth  of 
pestilence.  All  solicitations  to  dis¬ 
obedience  are  harmless  till  the  soul 
is  oonaeioos  of  s  disposition  to  ootn- 
ply  therein!  th.  In  the  host  of  the 
desperate  strife  the  mind  may 
realise  intense  excitement;  but 
when  there  is  no  anrrender  the 
tempter  is  never  hurtful  Of  the 
Savior  it  is  eaid,  <*  Who  was  in  all 
points  tempted  like  as  we  are  yet 
without  sin."  "  Nay,  ia  all  them 


things  wo  are  more  than  conquer¬ 
ors  through  him  that  loved'  us.” 
And  it  is  no  part  of  our  belief  in 
the  doctrine  of  “Christian  perfec 
tir-n  ’’  that  growth  in  grace  is  not  a 
duty  and  a  possibility.  There  may 
be  an  end  of  couscions  sinning  and 
impurity;  but  under  the  law  of 
spiritual  development  the  heavenly 
virtues  expand  forever.  Tbe 
maturity  of  the  graces  possessed 
is  that  of  exclusion  of  their  op¬ 
posite  vices.  Beyond  that  there  is 
an  infinite  hereafter.  There  is  no 
height  of  parity  beyond  which  a 
reclaimed  spirit  ma.t  not  attain  a 
higher  ascension.  Heven  will  be 
an  eternal  approach  to  God. 

But  wbat  special  fitness  is  there 
in  Methodist  means  of  graoe  to  pro¬ 
mote  scriptnral  holiness !  For 
more  than  a  hundred  years  Metho¬ 
dists  have  testified  to  this  great 
troth.  Their  testimony  has  been 
intelligent,  ooDscientions,  joyful. 
The  work  of  their  testimony  has 
been,  “We  speak  that  we  do  know 
and  testify  that  we  have  seen.” 
For  tbis  purpose  were  they  called 
to  be  a  cburcb.  To  give  promi¬ 
nence  to  this  central  subjective 
doctrine  was  Wesley  chosen  by 
Providence  to  be  obief  in  a  religions 
movement  soaroely  second  in 
majesty  and  importance  to  the  re¬ 
formation  under  Lather.  Bising 
superior  to  the  ecclesiastical 
questions  over  whioh  others  had 
fought,  and  that  triumphantly,  he 
invited  the  people  to  their  Bibles, 
to  the  spirituality  of  the  apoetolio 
church,  to  tbe  kingdom  of  God, 
which  is  not  eating  and  drinking, 
bnt  righteousness,  peace,  and  joy 
in  the  Holy  Ghost.”  And  the  uni¬ 
versal  spread  of  these  sentiments 
is  now  esteemed  the  high  mission 
of  the  church  whioh  has  survived 
him  just  ninety  years.  It  would, 
however,  be  a  crime  against  his¬ 
tory  to  oreate  the  impression  that 
Wesley  was  the  forerunner  of  the 
revival  of  this  cardinal  troth. 
kWhat  Wyoliffe  and  Hass  and 
Savonarola  were  to  Luther,  Kem- 
pis  and  Law  and  Taylor  were  to 
Wesley.  They  called  his  attention 
to  the  necessity  of  that  parity  of 
thought,  to  that  self-abnegation,  to 
that  personal  crooiflxion  and  resur¬ 
rection  wherein  is  tbe  fullness  of 
the  divine  life  of  man.  Bnt  it  was 
for  him  to  take  an  advanoed  step. 
His  “  imit  tion  of  Ohript "  wus  to 
be  a  joyous  realization ;  bis  “  Chris¬ 
tian  perfection  ’’  was  to  be  a  oon- 
scions  attainment;  his  “  holy  living 
and  dying”  were  to  be  sublime 
realities.  What  they  wrote  he 
translated ;  wbat  they  thought  he 
experienced ;  what  they  prescribed 
he  praotioed.  Intent  on  hie  speoial 
mission,  his  marvelous  genius  for 
organization  was  consecrated  to  the 
oreation  of  each  methods  in  the 
formation  of  his  societies  as  were 
most  effioient  in  holy  living.  From 
the  “  Holy  Club"  at  Oxford  to  bis 
dying  chamber  in  City  Road  he 
aimed  at  this  one  objective  point. 
With  the  oalm  courage  of  a  divine 
conviction,  sustained  and  inspired 
by  a  personal  experience,  he 
solemn’y  committed  the  Wesleyan 
movement  to  the  entire  sanotifioa- 
tion  of  the  believer.  Neither  con¬ 
troversy,  nor  misunderstanding, 
nor  persecution  diverted  him  from 
his  high  calling.  Whatever  else 
he  did  for  Christian  education,  for 
Christian  oharity,  for  Christian 
civilisation,  he  did  to  promote  this 
chief  end.  As  other  religions 
movements  bad  had  their  provi¬ 
dential  origin,  and  that  for  a 
definite  mission,  he  and  his  follow¬ 
ers  were  to  be  distinctive  in  spread¬ 
ing  soriptnral  holiness  over  all 
lands.  Resolved  on  this,  be  open¬ 
ed  the  door  to  those  who  desired 
to  flee  from  the  wrath  to  come,  and 
then  organised  all  who  bad  entered 
into  classes  snbjeot  to  negative  and 
positive  general  rales,  beet  adapt¬ 
ed  to  develop  the  Christian  life  to 
maturity-  In  nothing  more  is  his 
genius  tor  method  to  attain  saint¬ 
hood  so  apparent  as  in  the  ol ass¬ 
meeting,  wherein  the  life  of  eaoh 
week  is  reviewed.  For  the  correc¬ 
tion  of  errors,  for  the  removal  of 
doubt  ,  and  wherein  those  who  are 
mature  in  this  graoe  become  the 
teachers  of  who  “hanger  and 
thirst  after  righteousness,”  the 
ol  ass-meeting  is  the  nursery  of 
soriptnral  holiness.  So  effective  is 
this  means  of  graoe  in  this  regard, 
that  similar  gatherings  are  held  in 
other  denominations,  not  a  few  oi 
whose  ministers  and  laymen  are 
rejoicing  in  the  light. 

Through  all  the  decades,  since 
1791  when  Wealey  ascended  to  his 
reward  from  yonder  parsonage, 
Methodists  have  recognised  their 
speoial  mission  to  promote,  personal 
holiness.  It  is  prominent  in  their 
their  discipline,  it  is  oonspioaous  in 


their  standard  works,  it  is  the  bar 
jien  of  their  noblest  hymns.  Their 
theology  is  essentially  that  of  fall 
salvation,  tbeir  literature  is  per¬ 
meated  therewith,  their  ministers 
are  educated  therein,  their  experi¬ 
ence  thereof  is  a  sublime  fact,  and 
there  record  of  it  is  the  biogra¬ 
phies  of  their  glorified  hosts.  While 
on  one  point  there  has  been  an 
honest  differenoe  of  opinion  on  the 
part  of  some — whether  perfected 
holiness  is  a  consummation  at  the 
time  of  conversion  or  subsequent 
thereto,  and  that  by  an  act  of  faith  ; 
yet  all  are  in  accord  on  the  essen¬ 
tial  point.  And  while  the  common 
belief  and  experience  of  the  church 
are  in  harmony  with  the  views  of 
Mr.  Wesley  in  bis  sermon  on  “Sin 
in  Believers,”  with  Mr.  Watson  in 
his  “  Institutes,”  with  Bishop  Fos¬ 
ter  in  his  “  Christian  Parity,”  yet 
the  feeling  prevails  that  zeal  for  a 
holy  life  is  preferable  to  zeal  for  a 
dogma. 

Fidelity  to  this  great  mission 
will  be  in  the  intare  as  it  has  been 
in  tbe  past— tbe  secret  power  of 
Methodism.  That  power  is  not  in 
its  doctrines ;  for  they  are  as  old  as 
the  Lord.  Not  i  its  itinerancy; 
for  it  is  as  old  as  tbe  apostles.  Not 
in  love-feasts  ;  for  they  are  as  old 
as  the  primitive  ohnrcb ;  bnt  rather 
In  the  “  word  of  its  testimony.”  If 
to-day  its  people  are  numbered  by 
millions,  its  altars  are  thronged 
with  penitents,  if  its  schools  of 
learning  and  booses  of  mercy  bless 
,  all  lands,  if  its  ohildren  are  taught 
of  the  Lord,  and  its  literature,  like 
the  leaves  of  the  tree  of  life,  is  for 
the  healing  of  the  nations,  if  its 
sons  have  risen  to  honor  in  every 
department  in  life,  if  her  missions 
encircle  the  globe— these  are  the 
fruits  of  its  holy  living. 

Among  the  Churches. 

We  lova  the  Methodist  Episco¬ 
pal  Church  because  in  onr'  early 
boyhood  onr  young  heart  was  made 
to  feel  so  deeply  in  hearing  her 
ministers  preach,  and  seeing  the 
tears,  and  hearing  the  sighs  of  deep 
emotion  and  the  songs  of  praise 
from  the  adoring  worshippers 
mingled  with  the  Amena,  the 
Hallelujahs,  and  the  Glory  to  God 
of  those  times. 

We  love  her  because  her  forms  ot 
worship  are  easy  and  simple,  and 
to  ns  fafmore  apoetolio  and  better 
suited  to  reach  the  poor  laboring 
millions,  who  most  need  the  gospel 
of  the  graoe  of  God  to  raise  and 
cheer  them  in  their  toil  than  any 
other. 

We  love  her  because  she  is  so 
quick  to  discern  the  graoe  and 
talent  of  eaoh  new  convert,  and  give 
them  suitable  work  immediately, 
and  thus  opens  a  field  of  more  or 
less  usefulness  to  all  of  her  mem¬ 
bers. 

At  Btnart’s  Chapel  and  Bpring 
Creek,  Bro.  Wright,  one  of  onr 
young  men,  is  pushing  the  cam¬ 
paign  vigoroosly  and  with. marked 
suooeea.

Oqy  church  in¬ 
terests  are  growing  fast,  the  peo¬ 
ple  are  foil  of  hope,  and  the  pro¬ 
spect  is  the  most  charming.

General  News  Items. 

A  Methodist  church  b  to  be  built 
at  North  Bend,  Ind.,  at  the  grave 
of  Geo.  Harr  son,  as  his  memorial 
and  bearing  hiB  name. 

In  New  York,  Oct.  3,  the  John 
Street  Methodist  Episcopal  Ofaoroh 
oeleDrated  the  116  to  adversary  of 
its  foundation,  the  first  Methodist 
ohnroh  in  America. 

Cardinal  Manning  has  declared 
himself  in  favor  of  legislation  to 
pnt  down  intemperance,  maintain¬ 
ing  that  moral  means  have  been 
tried  enough  and  proved  ih- 
snffioient. 

According  to  the  new  census  of 
India,  tbe  population  of  that  coun¬ 
try  is  250,000,000;  five  times  that 
of  the  United  States,  while  the  ter¬ 
ritory  of  India  is  only  two-thirds 
that  of  this  country. 

Tha  California  Metho  lists  have 
begun  to  raise  a  “  Haven  Memorial 
Fund  ”  of  $10,000  in  memory  of  the 
late  Bishop  Haven,  who  died  in 
Oregon,  for  perfecting  the  library, 
cabinets,  etc.,  of  the  University  of 
the  Pacific. 

Secretary  Blaine  recalled  the 
MinUter  to  Venezuela,  ex  Congress¬ 
man  Jehn  Baker,  of  Belleville  III., 
and  sent  out  a  Louisianian  named 
Oarter.  Senator  Logan  'took  np 
the  matter,  and  secured  the  rein¬ 
statement  of  Baker.  . 

The  Czar  has  ordered  that  seven¬ 
teen  of  the  imperial  palaoes  and 
nasties,  including  those  of  Livadia, 
in  the  Crimea,  and  the  Belvedere, 
near  Warsaw,  shall  be  converted 
into  educational  institutions  for  the 
benefit  ol  the  poor. 

Bishop  Soott,  at  last  aooount, 
was  enjoying  reasonably  good 
health,  though  the  effects  of  three 
strokes  of  paralysis  and  hU  im¬ 
paired  vision  render  it  impossible 
to  read  or  write,  except  writing  his 
signature.  The  BUhop  has  enter¬ 
ed  upon  his  eightieth  year. 

Eastern  Ronmelia,  sinoe  on  au¬ 
tonomous  government  was  estab¬ 
lished  there,  has  made  considerable 
progress  in  popular  education. 
From  an  official  report  it  appears 
that  307  new  sohooU  have  recently 
been  opened,  making  the  total 
number  746,  with  60,811  pnpUa. 

Advioes  from  the  Islands  of  Anti¬ 
costi  all  tend  to  oonflrm  the  rumor¬ 
ed  famine  predicted  not  long  since. 
High  winds  and  the  absence  of  rein 
and  of  bsit  have  almost  totally  de¬ 
stroyed  the  fishing,  a  great  majority 
of  the  inhabitants  having  nothing 
bnt  •  few  potatoes  to.  subsist  npon, 
starvation  now  stores  in  the  feee 
those  who  remain. 

Mr.  Gladstone  in  hU  speech  at 
Gnild  Hall,  declared  that  the  law 
would  be  enforced  with  firmness 
and  deoission  In  Ireland.  Its  en¬ 
forcement  ha^  been  intrusted  to 
those  agents  who,  whether  consta¬ 
bulary  or  military  forees,  have  al¬ 
ready  earned  title  to  the  gratitude 
of  their  countrymen  by  eoaroge 
and  exemplary  patienoe  with  which 
they  have  performed  their  difficult 
duties.

The 
people  are  generally  well  supplied 
with  farming  implements  for  imme¬ 
diate  use,  and  if  they  oould  be  as¬ 
sisted  with  a  little  ready  money, 
they  oould,  in  most  oases,  go  to  work 
a(  once.  Aooording  to  revised 
statements  there  will  be  21,000  des¬ 
titute  families  in  the  oonnties  of  St 
Clair,  Sanilao  and  Huron.  Eaoh 
family  should  have  at  leant  $1*0 
to  tide  them  over  the  winter,  rank¬ 
ing  a  total  of  $230,000  required. 
The  cash  reoeipte  of  the  Defect* 
oommit’ee,  as  reported  to  data, 
amounts  to  $330,000,  ot  whioh  R  la 
estimated  about  $186,000  represent* 
the  cash  on  band.  The  district 
oommittee  are  still  purchasing  sup¬ 
plies  from  their  merchants,  nod 
must  have  expended  $300,000  for 
that  purpose.
